Sand tax OK'd 

City Council approves collection 
in Sandbridge for projects

City Council has established the 
Sandbridge Tax Increment Financing 
District, limiting the use of the resulting 
revenues to the construction, 
maintenance, replenishment and 
restoration of the public beach and 
shoreline in the Sandbridge District. 

As the ordinance was originally 
presented Tuesday, the revenues could be 
used "for stimulating additional 
investment and employment in and 
around Sandbridge and protecting existing 
and future public infrastructure in and 
around Sandbridge." These phrases were 
deleted in the approved ordinance. 

At a public hearing preceding the vote 
on the ordinance, David Kelly, who 
operates a tour boat on Back Bay, said 
that the revenues should go for projects 
other than beach restoration. He also said 
that most of the city-owned property was 
not on the map referred to in the 
ordinance. 

Maxine Graham, a long-time 



Sandbridge resident, said she had two 
reservations. 

Include a sunset provision in the 
ordinance and eliminate all surcharges in 
the tax district created to furnish money 
for the beach restoration, she recom- 
mended. 

Eventually, Sandbridge should be 
removed from a special district and "make 
us part of the rest of the city," she said. 

Fred Greene, chairman of the 
Sandbridge Beach Civic League, which 
represents 900 of the 1,400 homes in 
Sandbridge, said that the sand project was 
an unqualified success. He said that he 
knew all Virginia Beach residents did not 
agree on replenishing Sandbridge Beach, 
and all agree that future replenishment 
will be necessary. 

He said that 1.2 million cubic yards of 
sand will be needed every four years. It 
was unrealistic to fund the project out of 
the general revenues every four years.

Handi-Ride, a door-to-door public 
transportation service for the disabled, 
has become a drain on the city's 
transportation budget because of the 
increasing demand for the service which 
require higher subsidies. 

According to city and Tidewater 
Transportation District (TRT) officials, 
some of the escalation in costs results 
from a city policy to provide Handi-Ride 
for people living outside the parameters 
set by the Americans with Disabilities 
Act (ADA) and from possible misuse of 
the service. 

The ADA simply requires that 
individuals with disabilities receive the 
same mass transportation service 
opportunities everyone else gets. 
Accordingly, transit operators must 
provide complementary paratransit 
services for qualified persons for trips 
which begin and end within 3/4-mile of a 
transit route during the hours of 
scheduled service on those routes. 

Michael S. Townes, interim executive 
director of TRT, reported that, in 
Virginia Beach, 63 percent of the trips 
are ADA requires but consume only 46 
percent of the miles. 

Since the subsidy is based on mileage, 
the nbn-ADA required trips consume 54 
percent of the subsidy or $370,096 in 
fiscal 1998. 

The total Handi-Ride subsidy in 1998 
was $743,353, more than double the 
amount budgeted in 1997. The amount of 



the subsidy has grown consistently since 
1992 when it was $169,968. 

Of the total subsidy the city paid 
$685,587 or $11.77 a trip. Handi-Ride 
passengers have increased from 30,279 in 
1992 to 58,233 in 1998. 

Under federal guidelines, individuals 
eligible for Handi-Ride. include those who 
cannot board, ride or disembark from an 
accessible vehicle, people who can use an 
accessible vehicle but cannot use a route 
on a fixed route system for lack of 
accessible vehicles and people who have 
specific impairment-related conditions 
that prevent their getting to or from a 
stop. 

The TRT staff and the Disabled 
Advisory Committee has come up with 
several recommendations which may help 
reduce the cost. 

Chief among them is the recertification 
of eligibility for van service in line with 
the criteria set forth by the ADA. Of the 
569 clients in Virginia Beach who have 
used Handi-Ride this calendar year for 
22,580 trips, 72 have made 12,100 trips. 
That is, 53.6 percent of the trips have 
been made by 12.6 percent of the clients. 
Estimates are that many of people who 
use Handi-Ride now (especially those 
who live beyond the three-fourth mile 
limit) will not qualify in the future. 
Another proposal is to increase the fore 
for non- ADA trips to 40 percent of the 
cost of the trip — currently the cost is 
68 cents a mile. Forty percent is the 
revenue recovery ratio for regular transit

When the new art complex at the Cape 
Henry Collegiate School is completed, 
Valetta Fellenbaum will have come a 
long way. 

"My classroom now is in a trailer," 
said the chairwoman of the Virginia 
Beach school's music department.

Her trailer is one of four needed to keep 
up with the growth of the school, which 
has 780 students in kindergarten thiough 
12th grade. The art complex, which is 
nearing completion, will eliminate the 
need for trailers and consolidate the fine 
art teachers into one building. It will 
leave empty rooms on other parts of the 
campus that will be converted into 
science laboratories and classrooms. 

The 15,000-square-foot building, with 
curving walls that resemble the shape of 
a grand piano, attaches to the school's 
fieldhouse on the northeast side of the 



campus at 1320 Mill Dam Road. 

The estimated $1.5 million art 
complex is the latest phase of the 
school's building plans, coming on the 
heels of a project that doubled the 
school's auditorium and added an art 
gallery and an atrium. 

The independent school was started in 
1924 when Helena Everett decided she 
wanted to teach her four daughters at 
home. Several neighbors wanted her to 
teach their children, too, making a school 
of eight in Everett's cottage near the 
Ocean from. 

The school, known for years as the 
Everett School, became Cape Henry 
Collegiate in the 1970s, the same decade 
the school awarded its first high school 
diplomas. 

The newest additions to the school — 
the $1 million project that created die 
Perry Auditorium, Fain Family Atrium 
and Phillips Family Gallery — were 
dedicated Nov. 24.

A different holiday phone call 

As the holidays ring in their cheerful tones, 
businesses and individuals might examine 
their patterns of charitable gift giving. 

At this time of year, making resources 
stretch can seem difficult. Everyone wants a 
donation, and they want it now. And most 
people want to help. 

But consider that not only do children need 
toys and clothing, they and their mothers 
need safety, too. 

A few weeks ago, ALLTEL and Motorola 
donated 23 wireless phones and service to 
Portsmouth's STEP Council Agencies. 

The company has provided phones to law 
enforcement and victim advocate agencies in 
counties where it provides service throughout 
the state. 

Its phone loan program was implemented in 
February 1997. More than 300 phones have 
been donated to more than 40 Virginia 
agencies, counties and municipalities to 
provide phones and airtime to victims of 
domestic violence. 

The wireless phones are programmed to dial 
9-1-1- only, and cannot receive incoming 
calls. Their purpose is to help victims who are 
in crisis situations by providing a means of 
emergency communication* anytime, 
anywhere. 

While a step in the right direction, it was 
sad to think that in Portsmouth alone, a city 
where 1,200 women are assaulted in a year, 
no more than 23 victims of violence would 
have the peace of mind that help was just a 
call away. 

Three hundred phones statewide isn't even a 
drop in the bucket for aiding victims of 
domestic violence. 

In Virginia, as in other states, domestic 
violence is a very ugly reality. 

■ Every 18 minutes a victim seeks help from 
a domestic violence program. 

■ Every two hours, a victim of domestic 
violence is denied shelter. 

■ Every 10 minutes, a victim seeks help 
from a sexual assault crisis center. 

■ Every 14 days, a child dies from abuse 
and neglect. 

Agencies set up phone loan programs as 
they feel would best meet the needs of their 
communities. Not everyone is eligible to get a 
phone. 

In many programs, victims must meet 
certain criteria, for example, already having a 
protective order out against their abuser, 
being willing to prosecute and agreeing to 
accept responsibility for the equipment 
before the loan takes place. 

The phones provide the security of knowing 
that help is a call away, no matter where a 
victim is situated. 

Maybe, just maybe, it's time businesses and 
individuals in our communities got together 
to help further phone loan programs similar 
to the one ALLTEL offers. 

Think of the possibilities. 

A business could target say 10 percent of its 
charitable gift giving toward the purchase of 
phones and see an incredible impact in the 
lives of those victims of violence who can live 
with less fear in their daily lives. 

Then too, what if businesses and individuals 
considered donating money to victims' 
shelters which also provide desperately 
needed services?

Some garbage is more equal

New York is sending its garbage 
to a place near you. It is up to the 
governor, the General Assembly 
and your local government to keep 
the waste from your neighborhood. 

Recently Waste Management Inc. 
won a $133 million contract to 
handle 2,400 tons of garbage per 
day that comes from Brooklyn, 
N.Y. 

"It's coming to you, kiddo," said 
Paula Young, the assistant 
commissioner of public affairs for 
the New York Department of 
Sanitation. 

Gee thanks, kiddo. 

New York City is looking to 
close its massive landfill at 
Freshkill on Staten Island. So New 
York is exporting garbage to 
whomever will take it. Waste 
management operates four large 
landfills in Virginia and so the Old 
Dominion is likely to become the 
dump of choice for New York. 

"I will not let Virginia become 
the King of Trash," Gov. Gilmore 
has proclaimed. While Gilmore's 
sentiment is on the mark, 
Virginia's state and local 
governments will have to take 
skillful action to avoid such a fate. 

The U.S. Constitution bars 
states from restricting interstate 
commerce. The state would not be 
allowed to prohibit trash imports, 



but it could toughen inspections of 
waste haulers and limit the number 
of new landfills. 

Virginia could also limit the 
routes and methods of waste 
transport. Local governments could 
require waste handlers to post 
bonds guaranteeing total recovery 
of cleanup costs in case of 
groundwater contamination. 

"There are regulation 
possibilities," said Gilmore, "I'm 
going to take decisive action." A 
more interesting question might 
be: Will Gov. Gilmore take 
decisive action to clean up the 
millions of tons of animal waste 
that is polluting our drinking water 
in Virginia? 

The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture and federal 
Environmental Protection Agency 
have unveiled plans for dealing 
with water pollution from farms 
feeding large numbers of cattle, 
hogs and poultry in confinement 
buildings or pens. This federal 
proposal would bring Virginia's 
poultry industry under government 
regulation for the fust time. 

These regulations would only 
affect confined feeding operations 
with more than 1,000 cattle, or 
100,000 chickens or 2,250 hogs. 
Small farmers will not be affected. 

For the same reason that 
Virginians should not want New 



York to dump its waste on us, we 
should not want large 
agribusinesses to dump tons of 
untreated animal waste into our 
streams, rivers and drinking water 
supplies. It is a matter of public 
health. 

The Chesapeake Bay Foundation 
has estimated that Virginia's 1,300 
poultry houses produce4.4 billion 
pounds of manure each year. Who 
wants that in their drinking water? 

The recent outbreak of pfisteria 
in the Chesapeake Bay, a water- 
borne disease that killed millions 
of fish and caused lesions on 
swimmers, is a direct result of 
pollution from animal feed lots. 
Virginia should adopt the federal 
guidelines in an attempt to head off 
the public health problems that 
have already surfaced in coastal 
Maryland. 

New York City garbage haulers 
are an easy target for the governor. 
Now it will be up to the governor 
and the General Assembly to tell 
the powerful poultry interests in 
the state that they need to clean up 
their act. It is a matter of public, 
health. No one should dump on 
Virginia.

Since sediment and debris can col- 
lect in our storm water systems and 
impede the flow of water, it is impor- 
tant to maintain our existing systems.

■ Dredging lakes and neighbor- 
hood canals for storm water manage-

■ Inspecting, cleaning and per- 
forming other maintenance duties to 
storm drain systems. 

Storm Water Management Utility 
Fees help to cover the cost of design , 
construction and maintenance of sys- 
tems that improve drainage. These 
funds also help us to reduce and moni- 
tor pollutants that may enter various 
bodies of water such as Back Bay or 
Broad Bay. 

Prior to the implementation of the 
Storm Water Management Service 
Fee in 1993, storm water manage- 
ment projects competed with other 
city projects for tax money. There- 
fore, there was no money for con- 
struction of new projects, only money 
for the maintenance of existing sys- 
tems. 

Virginia Beach is blessed with an 
abundance of lakes, rivers and bays. 
These waters are an important part of 
our ecosystem. They depend upon us 
to keep them clean. 

■ More land in Virginia Beach 
(33.7 percent) drains directly into 
Back Bay than into any other water- 
shed. 

■ 30.8 percent of the land feeds 
into the North Landing River. 

■ 14.7 percent drains into the 
Lynnhaven Bay. 

■ 1 8 percent of our land feeds into 
one of the following bodies of water. 
Broad Bay, the Eastern Branch of the 
Eli2abeth River, Little Creek, Stumpy 
Lake or Lake Smith and Lake Lawson 
(drinking water reservoirs). 

■ Only 2.4 percent of our land 
drains directly into the Atlantic 
Ocean.

The beach is closed for a dune 
protection project 

Signs will be posted to mark the 
restricted beach/dune areas. Work is 
expected to be completed by Jan. 
29. 

The project, a joint effort by the 
U.S. Army/Fort Eustis and Fort 
Story and the Norfolk district 
Corps of Engineers will repair 
three existing geo-tubes which 
were placed along the beach in 



April 1996 and will also add 
additional geo tubes to extend the 
geo-tubes to gain more beach/dune 
protection area. 

The first phase of the project will 
be to stockpile the sand close to 
the geo-tube replacement sites. 

Drivers should exercise caution 
as trucks will haul sand from 
locations within Fort Story to the 
geo-tube replacement site. There 
could be sand on Fort Story roads, 
particularly Atlantic Avenue, 
Algiers Road, Coast Artillery 
Road, Hospital Road, First 
Landing Road, Sansapor and Cape 
Henry roads.

Up close and personal 
%obin Iten: Passion for the arts

"When you have a question about arts and 
culture in Virginia Beach, if I don't have 
the answer, I'll know where to find it," said 
Robin Iten, cultural arts coordinator for the 
city. 

The former education coordinator for the 
Penisula Fine Arts Center in Newport News 
said, "Many people don't know that the city 
created this position almost a year ago." 

Since the position only came into being 
last December, Iten has taken "a lot of time 
to figure out what it's going to be." 

Working with the Arts and Humanities 
Commission, Iten sees projects that have 
potential and helps them develop. 

As cultural arts coordinator, part of her re- 
sponsibilities include reviewing 53 grant ap- 
plications for funding. 

"I'm the first step in the process," she 
said, "making sure they meet the basic elig- 
ility requirements." 

After her review of the applications, Iten 
then distributes them to the commissioners 
on the Arts and Humanities Council. 

Although the applications are only four 
pages long, the review process is not a short 
one. 

"You can't consider an application based 
solely on its own merits," she explained. 
"You have to look at the spectrum of a year 
of city funding, asking questions like, 'Are 
we meeting all ages, providing a variety of 
activities, including a variety of citizens?'" 
While the task is not simple, "you do the 
best that you can," she said. 

"I get to do different projects, like work- 
ing with different museums," she said. 

"A lot of people don't know that we have 
nine museums in Virginia Beach," said Iten. 
They are the Virginia Marine Science 
Museum, the Contemporary Arts Center of 
Virginia, the Frances Lande House, the At- 
lantic Wildfowl Heritage Museum, the Old 
Coast Guard Station, Old Cape Henry Light- 
house, Lynnhaven House, Adam Thorough- 
good House and Upper Wolfs Snare. 

"I'm primarily here to facilitate other or- 
ganizations working together and to help 
those organizations that call me up and 
need advice," said Iten. 

Although only 24 years old, she seems 
well suited for the position with a maturity, 
as well as sense of humor, that belies her 
youth. 

She pointed out, "When you have a per- 
son who can see the big picture, you can 
see where the gaps are and where to put the 
resources." 

"I like to be the person who can see the 
big picture," she added. 

"I see overlaps. There's never enough 
money for the arts. It's always important for 
me for us to spend our money wisely so we 
do the most with what we have," she said. 

"My personal life is almost my profession- 
al life in a way," commented Iten. "It's my 
hobby and my job," 

While not an artist herself, Iten grew up 
around the arts. 

Her mother is an artist and Iten volun- 
teered at the arts center in Martinsville 
where her mother spent much of her time. 

When Iten went to college, she only took 
an art class at her mother's urging. But she 
didn't stop at one class. 

Iten holds bachelor's degrees in art histo- 
ry, archeology and women's studies from 
the University of Virginia and is currently 
pursuing a master's degree in urban studies 
at Old Dominion University. 

For her, the art history degree was most 
important. 

"I just sort of collected the other ones 
along the way," she said. 

A docent at the Bayly Art Museum in 
Charlottesville, Iten also became more 
deeply involved with the arts when she ran 
and eventually directed the activities of the 
university's small student-run art gallery. 

She also worked in the development of- 
fice for the arts at the college. 

Her early experiences provided Iten with a 
broad perspective as well as providing her a 
strong academic background. 

Since moving to this area, she started 
working with the Virginia Commission fa 
the Arts on its Hampton Roads regional ad- 
visory panel. 

Her experience with the panel brought a 
new perspective on the performing arts. 

And her involvement with the panel 
"gives me regional perspective," said Iten. 
"It lets me see what's going on in the re- 
gion. You can't think of just Virginia 
Beach." 




"Virginia Beach has a tremendous amount 
of cultural resources, but I think that it's yet 
to come together as a cultural identification. 

"There's so much out here that people 
don't know about," she said.

"Riders must take care so they 
aren't mistaken for game. Avoid 
areas where there are numerous 
hunters," he said. 

"The sound of gunfire alone may 
send horses charging off through 
the woods. Hunting is not allowed 
in certain areas on Sundays. Check 
with local officials about "safe 
days" for trail riding." 

Unfortunately, there are some 
unskilled or eager hunters who will 
shoot at the first rustle in the 
woods or silhouette on the horizon. 

"The colors of our horses can 
compound the problem," Lawrence 
adds. "Many of them are a color 
similar to deer, and their movement 
in the woods may be mistaken for 
a deer." 

There are several things riders can 
do to protect themselves and their 
horses while enjoying fall 
horseback riding, according to 
Lawrence, who offers these 
suggestions. 

Play a transistor radio when 
riding. Be sure, though, that the 
horse is accustomed to rock-and- 
roll sounds coming from its back 
Also, carry extra batteries for the 
radio. 

If you don't want to listen to a 
radio, attach one or more bells to 
your saddle or saddle blanket 

Take a tip from the hunting 
regulations and wear a blaze orange 
vest while riding during hunting 
season. You can buy these at 
sporting good stores. Again, be 
sure your horse is used to seeing 
you in a bright orange vest. 

Some riders also place 
fluorescent or blaze orange tape on 
their horses. Put it around the 
horse's neck or tie the tape to its 
tail. You can buy this tape at 
hardware stores. 

Keep to well-marked or easily 
distinguished trails. Don't take 
shortcuts or ride through the 
woods. 

Ride in groups. Two or more 
riders will make enough noise to 
alert hunters that they are not deer. 
Still, play the radio or use bells, 
though. 

Leave an itinerary with a family 
member or friend. This is like a 
pilot filing a flight plan for an 
airplane, or hikers giving their 
itinerary to a park ranger.

Helpful hints on mailing holiday gifts 



According to a recent survey, 
Americans send an average of 10 
gifts through the mail or via 
private shipping companies each 
year — 90 percent of which are 
sent during the holiday season. 
Here are some useful tips to help 
ensure that your precious gifts 
arrive in mint condition: 

■ When sending glassware, 
carefully wrap each item 
individually in packing paper. 
Place the wrapped glassware in a 
gift box and put the gift box in a 
larger shipping container filled 
with packing materials such as 
styrofoam peanuts, bubble wrap, 
plastic and paper bags, newspapers, 
tissue paper or even scraps of paper 
from the recycling bins at work. 

■ If you're sending books, pack 
them upright in a gift box, 
alternating bound edge to open 
edge. Place the gift box in a larger 
shipping container that has been 
filed with packing material. 

■ To ship fragile collectibles, 
use a box at least one-third larger 
than the size of your gift. Fill the 
bottom of the box with styrofoam 
peanuts. Wrap the gift in bubble 
wrap and position it upright in the 



box. Fill in the sides of the box 
with additional styrofoam peanuts. 
NesUe your gift in the center of the 
box without touching the sides. 

■ To pack small appliances such 
as telephones or portable stereos, 
fill the bottom of a box with 
paper, set the appliance in the box 
and thoroughly pad it all around 
with packing material. Then place 
another layer of packing material 
on top before sealing the box. 

■ Make sure you use sturdy 
boxes to secure your gifts. To 
obtain boxes free-of-charge, try 
your workplace or local grocery 
store, liquor store or supermarket. 



Use plenty of heavy-duty 
packaging tape to secure your 
boxes. To help save time and avoid 
the aggravation of searching for 
misplaced scissors or using a tape 
dispenser with a cutting blade, try 



using a tear-by-hand packaging 
tape. This tape can be torn by hand 
in any length, eliminating the need 
to use scissors, knives, keys or 
even your teeth, as cutting 
instruments.

The Resort Advisory 
Commission (RAC), which has 
been working for more than a year 
on the Laskin Road Corridor/Ocean 
Gateway Plan, has asked City 
Council to adopt the plan which 
was described by Tim Barrow, 
chairman of RAC's committee on 
planning and design, as being a 
"broad vision." 

He told City Council at a 
workshop Tuesday that the city 
needs to have a plan in place to 
help guide development along the 
corridor which extends from 
Birdneck Road to the Oceanfront. 

The corridor was first identified 
by the Urban Land Institute (ULT) 
in a 1985 study, Barrow said, as a 
unique and distinctive opportunity 
to create a retail main street which 
would benefit the resort as well as 
North End residents. 

Geographic and historic 
opportunities would also be 
incorporated in the plan. The plan 
proposes to undo the damage done 
at the Laskin Road entrance where 
a wooden bridge once crossed a 
wetlands marsh, a type of 
environment usually identified with 
a quality resort. 

The road was taken down, the 
wetlands filled and culverts added. 
The object now is to restore the 
area the way it was. 

"Even though we tried to destroy 
(the approach), it still represents an 
opportunity to recapture a sense of 
identification," Barrow said. 

The thrust of the plan is to make 
the corridor a happy experience 
visually and practically and to give 
pedestrians a pleasant place to visit 
and to spend money. 

A big contingency is the 
cooperation of property owners and 
the tenants who run businesses on 
the properties bordering 31st 
Street. 

A major feature of the plan is to 
use 30th Street to relieve the traffic 
on 31st Street by reconfiguring the 
streets so that 30th Street, a little- 
used dead-ended roadway, has a 
connection to Laskin Road. 

Under the proposal, 31st Street, a 
60-foot road with five lanes, would 
be reduced to three lanes with the 
excess land and some of the private 



property, on the sides turned into 
an aesthetic pedestrian way. 

Barrow emphasized 45-degree 
angle street parking would be 
retained in front of the stores. The 
cooperation of the property owners 
and the tenants would be needed to 
make this a possibility. 

Barrow said that the problem on 
31st Street is that it is trying to 
handle all traffic for every purpose 
on a 60-foot right of way. 

By splitting the traffic between 
30th and 31st Street, he said, a 
pedestrian space can be created. 

Barrow said that the state 
Department of Transportation 
would be asked to accelerate the 
Laskin Road design work from 
Birdneck Road to the Oceanfront, 
but that a city plan would have to 
be in place for the city to have any 
input in the road design. 

The improvements made last year 
on the Harris Teeter property, 
which provided more pedestrian 
friendly amenities, can be used as a 
prototype, Barrow said. 

Although Barrow said that no 
estimates have been made on the 
cost of the improvements, if the 
components are in place, 
incremental improvements can be 
made with private partners. 

The city already has a federal 
(ISTEA) grant for a 
walkway/bikeway between the 
boardwalk and the Contemporary 
Art Museum. 

Barrow said the approach is to 
extend Laskin Road as a parkway 
kind of approach, recreate the idea 
of a causeway reintroducing the 
wooden bridge, capitalize on the 
Beach Garden Park. 

The plan also calls for a mixed- 
use residential/commercial area 
between 29th and 30th Streets 
between Arctic and Pacific avenues, 
with shops on the ground floor and 
apartments above and two level 
parking service both uses. 

Barrow said there are almost no 
quality type rentals at any 
proximity to the resort. The motels 
and apartments there now are a real 
problem, he said. 

Major parking could be provided 
on 29th and 30th Streets between 
Pacific and Atlantic with an 
overhead . connection to an 
entertainment center. The bridge 



Council authorizes trolley lane study

City Council by a vote of 8-1 has 
approved the expenditure of 
$312,000 for a study to develop 
integrated conceptual plans as a 
guide for final design of trolley 
lanes. Beach St. USA and an 
Oceanfront traffic management 
plan. 

The scope of the original project 
was limited to the installation of 
special trolley lane signals within

Spore said that sufficient funding 
($1,588,000) will be left for final 
design and construction of the 
trolley lanes. 

The trolley lanes project in the 
current capital improvement 
program includes $895,000. In 
addition, another $605,000 will be 
available through a Congestion 
Mitigation and Air quality grant 
(CMAQ), and $400,090 is 
programmed from TRT formula 
money and will be applied to the

trolley project. 

The design/study will develop 
alternatives for existing trolley 
lanes; develop thematic concepts 
addressing lighting, graphics, 
entertainment venues, sound and 
integrated trolley lanes; analyze 
existing electric networks and 
develop upgrade plans, develop 
optimal traffic plans for seasonal, 
special events and . integrate 
trolleys, Beach St. USA. 

Traffic engineer John Herzkesaid 
the staff is trying to take a 
comprehensive look at the needs. 
The CMAQ grant will require a 25 
percent match. He said that the city 
sometimes uses the Virginia 
Department of Transportation 
allocation to furnish a match. The 
object is to get people out of then- 
cars and to use public 
transportation. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that she would like to have the 
trolleys run more frequently. 



would be over 30th Street 

He said that the area around the 
proposed Gateway Hotel could be 
developed on a unified design 
concept with pedestrian access. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
wanted to know whether costs 
would increase so much with the 
improvements that some of the 
present businesses couldn't stay 
mere. 

Barrow said he didn't know, but 
what translates into higher rents are 
higher levels of business. 

Councilman Lin wood Branch ID 
said that things are going on in 
that area already. He said that 
people are coming in to look and 
that the area presents a significant 
retail opportunity. 

Barrow said a number of changes 
were made to the original plan after 
discussions with the community, 
but he said that not everyone will 
be satisfied. He said there is general 
acceptance of the idea but that there 
are still questions. 

RAC endorsed the plan in 
August and presented it to council 
for study in September.

were cut on the auditorium's stage 
for each, and for the new art 
complex. 

As part of the event, five authors 
with ties to the school lectured and 
signed books during the afternoon, 
and artist Diane Jacobson 
demonstrated her Oriental painting 
technique. Tours of the art complex 
were given. 

W. Hugh Moomaw, director of 
the school from 1975 to 1986, was 
one of the authors signing books. 
Moomaw, who wrote about the 
history of the Norfolk & 
Portsmouth Railroad, has 
witnessed the school's growth. 

"A great deal happened while I 
was here and a great deal has 
happened since I retired," he said. 

The old auditorium was much 
smaller and the new one includes a 
large stage, he said. The old 
auditorium held about 200 people, 
and the new has space for more 
than 400. 

The atrium and gallery's 4,000 
square feet provide a reception area 
and connect the auditorium to 
Founder's Hall. The addition also 
houses the school's Extended 
School Day Program, which 
provides child care services from 7 
am. to 6 p.m. 

"The new facilities work together 
with the old ones," Moomaw said. 

Anne Jordan, a retired teacher 
who taught at the school when it 
was still the Everett School, came 
to buy books from author- 
photographer Mary Motley 
Kalergis of Charlottesville, also a 
product of the Everett School. 

"It's a gorgeous auditorium," 
Jordan said. "I never in my wildest 
imagination would have thought 
the school would become anything 
like this." 

Sandy Battaglia, a parent, toured 
the new art building. Her 12-year- 
old son, John-Paul, who is in his 
seventh year at the school, and 
other students, are eager to see the 
complex finished, she said. 

"He's been taking piano since the 
first grade, and has played trumpet 
in the band for two years," 
Battaglia said 

She knows how cramped the 
band students have been, but she 
also knows how many awards the 
music students have won at 
contests. 

"It's amazing the things the band 
teacher has been able to do in the 
limited space," Battaglia said. 

Imagine what teachers will be 
able to do in classrooms designed 
for the their programs, she added. 

The complex will have a Luge 
band room, ensemble room, chorus 



room, practice rooms and a music 
appreciation room equipped with 
computers. The walls will be 
insulated to absorb sound. 

But music isn't the only fine art 
that will be practiced in the new 
complex. 

There will be a photography 
darkroom, three art rooms, a studio 
equipped with pottery wheels, a 
room for a kiln and a "black box" 
dance and drama studio with a 
cushioned floor. 

The building, designed by 
architect Scott Segerblom working 
for the Tymoff Moss Architectural 
Firm in Norfolk, has windows and 
skylights for natural light

colors on one side and secondary 
colors on the other. 

"Even the walls will provide an 
art lesson," Fellenbaum said. 

The building has a work room 
where fine art teachers can meet

As in other building projects, 
efforts are being made to keep the 
costs down, said Judi Jones, 
marketing and development 
director. 

"The architect worked hard to 
give us the biggest bang for the 
buck," Jones said.

voted to enact the special district 
using the real estate and lodging 
taxes there to pay for the initial 
replenishment. However, these 
revenues will not be sufficient to 
meet the replenishment needs and 
that another revenue stream is 
needed for future replenishment 

Sandbridge has been a donor 
community, giving to the city $2 
to $2.5 million more than what is 
needed in the community. Without 
the replenishment, however, he 
said, that Sandbridge can change 
from being a donor community to 
a deficit. 

Greene said that the tax 
increment financing makes a lot of 
sense and that' the civic league 
voted unanimously to support the 
ordinance. 

By creating tax increment 
financing district, any increase in 
real estate tax assessments, known 
as a tax increment — the amount 
by which the current assessed value 
of real estate exceeds the base 
assessed value (the value of the 



property in the area before 
improvements were made) will be 
retained in the district for beach 
restoration. 

The district will have the same 
boundaries as the special service 
district for Sandbridge adopted by 
council on Nov. 1, 1994 and 
includes an additional $.12 real 
estate surcharge and a surcharge on 
the lodging tax of $.05. 

If the tax increment financing 
district is not established, the 
special services district funding 
would provide only limited sand 
replenishment with an additional 
1.1 cubic yards every seven years. 

The financing mechanism does 
not include a tax rate increase but 
will leave in Sandbridge any 
increase in taxes resulting from 
increased assessments. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley, 
who represents the Princess Anne 
District where Sandbridge is 
located, said that she appreciated 
what Graham said about Sandbridge 
being different from other parts of 
the city.

The recommendations would 
apply to Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake where optional service 
is authorized by their City 
Councils. 

Dale Castellow, planner from the 
city's Planning Department, at a 
City Council workshop recently, 
said since some people have no 
idea how to navigate the fixed 
routes. The Independence Center 
has suggested a travel training 
program which would be funded 
through a grant 

Originally, said Lee Carlson, 
TRT director of finance, the deficit 
was reimbursed by federal funds. 
But when the federal program was 
program, the subsidy was picked 
up by the city. 

Carlson said that if the Handi- 
Ride riders are recertified a number 
of people currently suing the 
service will no longer be eligible 
"and that will cause telephone 



calls." 

He said that TRT does not want a 
transportation system that is 
skewed. The subsidy for each 
Handi-Ride trip is $1 1.77 compared 
to $1.25 for a fixed route ride. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf wanted 
to know who was using the lifts 
on the fixed route buses which the 
TRT was required to install. 

Carlson said that a lift was used 
for 322 trips in Virginia Beach of 
of a total 58,000 trips. 

Carlson said that a number of 
Handi-Ride users are not 
wheelchair-bound and that the 
local liberal certification process 
"has come back to haunt us." 

The metropolitan area provides as 
much service, he said, as cities 
much larger. In effect, 
transportation officials are saying 
maybe the policies have been too 
liberal. 

Castellow said that planners will 
be looking at possible transfers to 
coordinate bus and van service. 
"We're going to start getting into 
details and will be reacting to 
users." 

Oberndorf asked whether it would 
be possible to grandfather people in 
the system now who would not be 
eligible with recertification. 

Castellow said that the disabled 
community are advocates of 
recertification so that people who 
really need the service will not 
miss out. 

Carlson said that one complaint 
is the type of trips for which 
Handi-Ride is used and he 
mentioned blind bowlers. But, he 
said, ADA does not prioritize the 
trip's purpose. 

Another area which can be 
studied, he said, is the flat rate. 
One ride from Sandbridge costs the 
rider $3, the same as it would be 
from anywhere. Another problem 
is that the service must be provided 
during the regular hours of fixed 
routes and the Virginia Beach 
Boulevard route runs until 2 a.m. 



Leading by example

"The Lynnhaven motto is 
'nothing less than your best' " he 



His staff said Matney often can 
be found in the trenches. 

"You don't usually see him with 
his jacket on," said school security 
assistant Gary Kline."

"He has a wise heart for a young 
man," said Arlene Kessel, the 
school's German teacher who was 
honored last year as the state's 
foreign language teacher of the 
year.

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said this is money that would be 
used all over the city if it were not 
taken for Sandbridge. 

The increment district fund and 
the tax district fund are separate 
funds, Henley said, and the only 
time they would get together is 
when they're ready to spend it 

As for the city's biggest real 
estate investment at Sandbridge, 
Little Island Beach, Spore said that 
the property does not contribute 



taxes so that it has no impact 

As for a sunset clause, to set a 
time limit to the ordinance, Lilley 
said that the ordinance does not 
result in a tax that you can put a 
sunset provision on. The tax rate 
remains the same. 

The only other tax increment 
district is in connection with 
Lynnhaven Mall. 

But there, Block said, the 
developer, who is taking the risks 
by putting his money up front is 
limited to what the district 
produces. The district will continue 
so that the developer can still get 
the money. 

Lilley said the sunset clause is a 
red herring. He said that a sunset 
provision is usually set on a 
regular tax. This is not additional 
money.

Beach council tells city rep to vote 
'no' on transit legislative proposals

Councilman Don Weeks, the city's 
representative on the Tidewater Trans- 
portation District Commission (TTDC), 
got City Council's message — vote no 
on Wednesday to the legislative package 
proposed by the Peninsula Transportation 
District Commission (PTDC) and the 
TTDC. 

Said councilwoman Reba McClanan at 
a City Council work session where 
Noelle Brown, TTDC's government and 
community general manager, presented 
the proposals, "It's like putting the cart 
before the horse." 



One of the proposals would have the 
TTDC and PTDC urge the General As- 
sembly to support the Norfolk/Virginia 
Beach Light Rail Transit project al- 
though Virginia Beach hasn't made up its 
mind about light rail. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said that 
"we're supposed to have a referendum on 
light rail. How can we obligate our- 
selves?" 

McClanan said, "I don't want the pub- 
lic saying you already made your mind 
up." 

Six legislative positions, recommenda- 
tions contained in the Interim Report of 
the Commission on the Future of Trans- 



portation in Virginia, would be supported 
by the TTDC and PTDC. 

They are maintaining the current six- 
year program levels for public transit ser- 
vice, replacing transit vehicles and facili- 
ties on useful life schedules, accommo- 
dating currently planned transit expan- 
sions, continuing light rail transit pro- 
jects and expanding the Norfolk- Virginia 
Beach Light Rail project to Chesapeake 
and Portsmouth, providing regional tran- 
sit services in all metropolitan areas and 
establishing new rural transit services to 
meet the needs of welfare reform. 

The two transit commissions which are 
making plans to merge, strongly support 



any legislative initiative that would ere 
ate a stable source of local funding for 
transportation improvements through the 
ability to raise local revenues. 

The agencies also would support the 
creation of a major capital investment 
fund for the state's funding match of 
major transit capital projects such as the 
light rail system, the CSX corridor and 
the Dulles Corridor enhanced bus and 
light rail expected to begin construction 
soon.

The good news is that it's just about 
all good news in the Comprehensive An- 
nual Financial Report (CAFR) presented 
by finance director Patricia Phillips at a 
City Council workshop Tuesday. 

Phillips reported that comments re- 
ceived from the auditor, KPMG Peat 
Marwick, were favorable and that this 
year's CAFR is comparable to last 
year's. 



General fund revenues were $537.9 
million or one percent more than esti- 
mated revenues. Sixty percent of the rev- 
enues were generated at the local level of 
which one third were from personal prop- 
erty and real estate taxes. 

The undesignated general fund balance 
was $62.1 million at the end of the 97- 
98 fiscal year or $5.4 million more than 
required under council policy. 

Since July 1, part of this has been ap- 
propriated and some may be needed to 
fund expenses related to Hurricane Bon- 
nie, said Phillips. 

The city's debt per capita is $1,295, 
which places Virginia Beach in a good 
position in Hampton Roads. 

However, while this is an important

Steve Walker doesn't mind getting his 
feet wet on the job. 

"I would just as soon be in the water," 
said Walker, curator of technical exhibits 
for the Virginia Marine Science Muse- 
um. 

"There are not a lot of jobs where you 
swim with fish and have 16 sharks 
swimming around your head." 

But Walker has found one, and many 
visitors to the Virginia Beach museum, 
717 General Booth Blvd., want to know 
more about it. 

That's why Walker and other employ- 
ees are participating in a program called 
Careers to Consider. 

They talk to school children and muse- 
um patrons about their training, their 
jobs and career opportunities in marine 
science. By Dec. 18 when the program 
ends, about 800 to 1,000 people will 
have attended. 

Kyle Wagner, 8, and his mother, Chris 
of Virginia Beach, came to hear Walker 
Dec. 2. 

"I wanted to see the program," Chris 



Wagner said. "It was great." 

She was particularly interested in div- 
ing careers for her 14-year-old daughter, 
who loves the water. 

Kyle tried on Walker's scuba gear to 
see what it was like to breathe through a 
mouthpiece. 

"How does that feel?" Walker asked. 
"Normal?" 

Kyle shook his head yes but said, "A 
little dry." 

Walker, who has worked at the muse- 
um for two years, is responsible for set- 
ting up and maintaining the non-living 
part of the exhibits, which can require 
diving skills. He works with underwater 
cameras, finds safe materials that look 
like the animal's habitat and uses under- 
water equipment to polish off scratches 
on viewing windows. 

Walker and most of the museum's em- 
ployees have college degrees and exten- 
sive training. 

Maylon White, head curator for the 
museum, said another job requirement is 
work experience.

The atrium and gallery's 4,000 
square feet provide a reception area 
and connect the auditorium to 
Founder's Hall. The addition also 
houses the school's Extended 
School Day Program, which 
provides child care services from 7 
am. to 6 p.m. 

"The new facilities work together 
with the old ones," Moomaw said. 

Anne Jordan, a retired teacher 
who taught at the school when it 
was still the Everett School, came 
to buy books from author- 
photographer Mary Motley 
Kalergis of Charlottesville, also a 
product of the Everett School. 

"It's a gorgeous auditorium," 
Jordan said. "I never in my wildest 
imagination would have thought 
the school would become anything 
like this." 

Sandy Battaglia, a parent, toured 
the new art building. Her 12-year- 
old son, John-Paul, who is in his 
seventh year at the school, and 
other students, are eager to see the 
complex finished, she said. 

"He's been taking piano since the 
first grade, and has played trumpet 
in the band for two years," 
Battaglia said. 

She knows how cramped the 
band students have been, but she 
also knows how many awards the 
music students have won at 
contests. 

"It's amazing the things the band 
teacher has been able to do in the 
limited space," Battaglia said. 

Imagine what teachers will be 
able to do in classrooms designed 
for the their programs, she added. 

The complex will have a Luge 
band room, ensemble room, chorus 



room, practice rooms and a music 
appreciation room equipped with 
computers. The walls will be 
insulated to absorb sound.

There will be a photography 
darkroom, three art rooms, a studio 
equipped with pottery wheels, a 
room for a kiln and a "black box" 
dance and drama studio with a 
cushioned floor. 

The building, designed by 
architect Scott Segerblom working 
for the Tymoff Moss Architectural 
Firm in Norfolk, has windows and 
skylights for natural light. 

A hallway with the "grand 
piano's" curving walls will be 
painted with accents of primary

colors on one side and secondary 
colors on the other. 

"Even the walls will provide an 
art lesson," Fellenbaum said. 

The building has a work room 
where fine art teachers can meet 

"They collaborate on so many 
projects," said Sheila Price, 
assistant director of marketing and 
development, who led a tour. 

As in other building projects, 
efforts are being made to keep the 
costs down, said Judi Jones, 
marketing and development 
director. 

"The architect worked hard to 
give us the biggest bang for the 
buck," Jones said.

If the tax increment financing 
district is not established, the 
special services district funding 
would provide only limited sand 
replenishment with an additional 
1.1 cubic yards every seven years. 

The financing mechanism does 
not include a tax rate increase but 
will leave in Sandbridge any 
increase in taxes resulting from 
increased assessments. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley, 
who represents the Princess Anne 
District where Sandbridge is 
located, said that she appreciated 
what Graham said about Sandbridge 
being different from other parts of 
the city.

Dale Castellow, planner from the 
city's Planning Department, at a 
City Council workshop recently, 
said since some people have no 
idea how to navigate the fixed 
routes. The Independence Center 
has suggested a travel training 
program which would be funded 
through a grant. 

Originally, said Lee Carlson, 
TRT director of finance, the deficit 
was reimbursed by federal funds. 
But when the federal program was 
program, the subsidy was picked 
up by the city. 

Carlson said that if the Handi- 
Ride riders are recertified a number 
of people currently suing the 
service will no longer be eligible 
"and that will cause telephone 



calls." 

He said that TRT does not want a 
transportation system that is 
skewed. The subsidy for each 
Handi-Ride trip is $11.77 compared 
to $1.25 for a fixed route ride. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf wanted 
to know who was using the lifts 
on the fixed route buses which the 
TRT was required to install. 

Carlson said that a lift was used 
for 322 trips in Virginia Beach of 
of a total 58,000 trips. 

Carlson said that a number of 
Handi-Ride users are not 
wheelchair-bound and that the 
local liberal certification process 
"has come back to haunt us." 

The metropolitan area provides as 
much service, he said, as cities 
much larger. In effect, 
transportation officials are saying 
maybe the policies have been too 
liberal. 

Castellow said that planners will 
be looking at possible transfers to 
coordinate bus and van service. 
"We're going to start getting into 
details and will be reacting to 
users." 

Oberndorf asked whether it would 
be possible to grandfather people in 
the system now who would not be 
eligible with recertification. 

Castellow said that the disabled 
community are advocates of 
recertification so that people who 
really need the service will not 
miss out 

Carlson said that one complaint 
is the type of trips for which 
Handi-Ride is used and he 
mentioned blind bowlers. But, he 
said, ADA does not prioritize the 
trip's purpose. 

Another area which can be 
studied, he said, is the flat rate. 
One ride from Sandbridge costs the 
rider $3, the same as it would be 
from anywhere. Another problem 
is that the service must be provided 
during the regular hours of fixed 
routes and the Virginia Beach 
Boulevard route runs until 2 a.m.

He plans to maintain the school's 
legacy of high expectations. 

"The Lynnhaven motto is 
'nothing less than your best,' " he 
said. 

His staff said Matney often can 
be found in the trenches. 

"You don't usually see him with 
his jacket on," said school security 
assistant Gary Kline." He usually 
has his sleeves rolled up and is 
working alongside the rest of us." 

"He has a wise heart for a young 
man," said Arlene Kessel, the 
school's German teacher who was 
honored last year as the state's 
foreign language teacher of the 
year. 

"Normally you have to live 
many a year to have such a wise 
heart We're lucky to have him." 

Matney looks for the outstanding 
qualities in his staff and students.

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said this is money that would be 
used all over the city if it were not 
taken for Sandbridge. 

The increment district fund and 
the tax district fund are separate 
funds, Henley said, and the only 
time they would get together is 
when they're ready to spend it 

As for the city's biggest real 
estate investment at Sandbridge, 
Little Island Beach, Spore said that 
the property does not contribute 



taxes so that it has no impact. 

As for a sunset clause, to set a 
time limit to the ordinance, Lilley 
said that the ordinance does not 
result in a tax that you can put a 
sunset provision on. The tax rate 
remains the same. 

The only other tax increment 
district is in connection with 
Lynnhaven Mall. 

But there, Block said, the 
developer, who is taking the risks 
by putting his money up front is 
limited to what the district 
produces. The district will continue 
so that the developer can still get 
the money. 

Lilley said the sunset clause is a 
red herring. He said that a sunset 
provision is usually set on a 
regular tax. This is not additional 
money.

Beach council tells city rep to vote 
'no' on transit legislative proposals

Councilman Don Weeks, the city's 
representative on the Tidewater Trans- 
portation District Commission (TTDC), 
got City Council's message — vote no 
on Wednesday to the legislative package 
proposed by the Peninsula Transportation 
District Commission (PTDC) and the 
TTDC. 

Said councilwoman Reba McClanan at 
a City Council work session where 
Noelle Brown, TTDC's government and 
community general manager, presented 
the proposals, "It's like putting the cart 
before the horse." 



One of the proposals would have the 
TTDC and PTDC urge the General As- 
sembly to support the Norfolk/Virginia 
Beach Light Rail Transit project al- 
though Virginia Beach hasn't made up its 
mind about light rail. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said that 
"we're supposed to have a referendum on 
light rail. How can we obligate our- 
selves?" 

McClanan said, "I don't want the pub- 
lic saying you already made your mind 
up." 

Six legislative positions, recommenda- 
tions contained in the Interim Report of 
the Commission on the Future of Trans- 




portation in Virginia, would be supported 
by the TTDC and PTDC. 

They are maintaining the current six- 
year program levels for public transit ser- 
vice, replacing transit vehicles and facili- 
ties on useful life schedules, accommo- 
dating currently planned transit expan- 
sions, continuing light rail transit pro- 
jects and expanding the Norfolk- Virginia 
Beach Light Rail project to Chesapeake 
and Portsmouth, providing regional tran- 
sit services in all metropolitan areas and 
establishing new rural transit services to 
meet the needs of welfare reform. 

The two transit commissions which are 
making plans to merge, strongly support 



any legislative initiative that would ere 
ate a stable source of local funding for 
transportation improvements through the 
ability to raise local revenues. 

The agencies also would support the 
creation of a major capital investment 
fund for the state's funding match of 
major transit capital projects such as the 
light rail system, the CSX corridor and 
the Dulles Corridor enhanced bus and 
light rail expected to begin construction 
soon.

The good news is that it's just about 
all good news in the Comprehensive An- 
nual Financial Report (CAFR) presented 
by finance director Patricia Phillips at a 
City Council workshop Tuesday. 

Phillips reported that comments re- 
ceived from the auditor, KPMG Peal 
Marwick, were favorable and that this 
year's CAFR is comparable to last 
year's. 



General fund revenues were $537.9 
million or one percent more than esti- 
mated revenues. Sixty percent of the rev- 
enues were generated at the local level of 
which one third were from personal prop- 
erty and real estate taxes. 

The undesignated general fund balance 
was $62.1 million at the end of the 97- 
98 fiscal year or $5.4 million more than 
required under council policy. 

Since July 1, pan of this has been ap- 
propriated and some may be needed to 
fund expenses related to Hurricane Bon- 
nie, said Phillips. 

The city's debt per capita is $1,295, 
which places Virginia Beach in a good 
position in Hampton Roads.

VMSM dives deep 
during career days

Steve Walker doesn't mind getting his 
feet wet on the job. 

"I would just as soon be in the water," 
said Walker, curator of technical exhibits 
for the Virginia Marine Science Muse- 
um. 

"There are not a lot of jobs where you 
swim with fish and have 16 sharks 
swimming around your head." 

But Walker has found one, and many 
visitors to the Virginia Beach museum, 
717 General Booth Blvd., want to know 
more about it 

That's why Walker and other employ- 
ees are participating in a program called 
Careers to Consider. 

They talk to school children and muse- 
um patrons about their training, their 
jobs and career opportunities in marine 
science. By Dec. 18 when the program 
ends, about 800 to 1,000 people will 
have attended. 

Kyle Wagner, 8, and his mother, Chris 
of Virginia Beach, came to hear Walker 
Dec. 2. 

"I wanted to see the program," Chris 



Wagner said. "It was great" 

She was particularly interested in div- 
ing careers for her 14-year-old daughter, 
who loves the water. 

Kyle tried on Walker's scuba gear to 
see what it was like to breathe through a 
mouthpiece. 

"How does that feel?" Walker asked. 
"Normal?" 

Kyle shook his head yes but said, "A 
little dry." 

Walker, who has worked at the muse- 
um for two years, is responsible for set- 
ting up and maintaining the non-living 
part of the exhibits, which can require 
diving skills. He works with underwater 
cameras, finds safe materials that look, 
like the animal's habitat and uses under- 
water equipment to polish off scratches 
on viewing windows. 

Walker and most of the museum's em- 
ployees have college degrees and exten- 
sive training. 

Maylon White, head curator for the 
museum, said another job requirement is 
work experience. 
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Winter preparedness 

Treacherous ice, pelting sleet, drifting snow, 
howling winds and bonechilling 
temperatures, these may not seem like much 
of a concern as Hampton Roads experiences 
above-average temperatures for this time of 
year. 

Yet when these conditions occur, they 
create a recipe for disaster. 

For those who take the time to get prepared, 
the winter season can be more of a nuisance 
than a tragedy. 

In recent years, Virginians have dealt with 
snow drifts, closed highways, subzero 
temperatures, prolonged power outages and 
fuel shortages. 

A turn in the weather and this winter season 
might give us an unexpected emergency. 

"Severe winter weather doesn't have to be a 
life-or-death peril," said Michael Cline, state 
coordinator for the Virginia Department of 
Emergency Services (VDES). 

"If we prepare now for winter hazards and 
pay close attention to National Weather 
Service advisories, we can safely face 
whatever winter has in store for us." 

The following tips can help you make the 
winter months ahead safer for you and your 
family. 

■ Stock an emergency supply of water and 
non-perishable foods. 

■ Keep an adequate supply of fuel in your 
home. Have an alternate heat source, such as 
a wood stove, fireplace or space heater in 
case you lose power. 

■ Make sure you have a flashlight, a battery- 
powered radio, extra batteries, a first-aid kit 
and extra prescription medications that you 
might need. 

■ To prevent hypothermia, dress warmly, 
both during the day and while sleeping. 
Several layers of lighter weight clothing or 
blankets are better than a single heavy layer. 
Be sure to wear a hat when going outside. 
Nearly half the body's heat is lost through the 
top of the head. 

■ Check on elderly neighbors and relatives. 
The elderly are especially susceptible to 
hypothermia, even inside their homes. Icy 
and slippery surfaces can cause dangerous 
falls. 

■ Be sure your car is in good running order. 
Have a mechanic check your battery, 
antifreeze, wipers, ignition and thermostat. 

■ Keep basic items in your car, such as a 
windshield scraper, battery booster cables, 
tow chain or rope, bag of sand, blanket, 
flashlight, first-aid kit, road map and some 
non-perishable food. 

■ If you get caught on the road during a 
winter storm, stay in the car. Don't seek 
shelter or a telephone unless you can see one 
close by. For heat, turn on the car engine for 
brief periods. 

■ To keep water pipes from freezing, wrap 
them in pipe insulation. During sustained 
cold periods, let each faucet drip a little to 
avoid freezing.

Merry makers at the heart 
of Dickens' A Christmas Carol"

Near the opening of Dickens's 
"A Christmas Carol," an urchin 
singing "God rest you, merry 
gentlemen" through Scrooges 
keyhole is shooed away. 

Scrooge's whole problem was in 
having chased merriment out of his 
life, reducing it to a 
meaninglessness; no friends, no 
family, no good food, no festivity 
— nothing except getting and 
hoarding money. 

We see dark shadows and misery 
around Scrooge on every page — 
sober ghosts of Marley and of the 
Christmases Past, Present, and Yet 
To Come, peddlers haggling over 
the dead's bedclothes and other 
goods, panoramas of famine and 
catastrophe, and predictions of Tiny 
Tim's death. 

Images of darkness, death, and 
desolation dominate Dickens' 
story. Yet, when we return to it 
each December, it is because it 
brings us good feelings. 

What is it about this horror story 
that warms the cockles of our 
hearts? 

What we may miss of 
importance in reading "A Christ- 
mas Carol" are the dismissed 
merrymakers. They pop up over 
and over again, forming an 
essential counter-point to the more 
dramatic and desperate conspicuous 
figures. 

At the very beginning, miserly 
Scrooge and Marley are contrasted 
with thoughtful and loving Bob 
Cratch it, considerate nephew Fred, 
and generous businessmen 
soliciting for charity. Outside the 
office, as closing time on 
Christmas Eve nears, the people 
are increasingly happy, their spirits 
rising even as the temperatures 
drop. 

Water main workers huddle 
happily around a fire, the Lord 
mayor sets 50 cooks and butlers to 
work fixing entertainment, a little 
tailor stirs up a pudding in his attic 
garret, and shop keepers frolic with 
their customers. Bob Cratthit, 
happy it is Christmas and 



homeward bound, stops to slide 
down a slope to 20 times with a 
troop of boys. 

Scrooge goes home, gels 
Marley's warning visit, and goes to 
bed. Pages of dust and dankness 
pass before the first spirit appears. 
Christmas Past brings bright light 
and sparkling illusions. Scrooge is 
transported to a country road, the 
place of his youth, "conscious of a 
thousand odors floating in the air, 
each one connected with a thousand 
thoughts, and hopes and joys, and 
cares long, long forgotten." Boys 
"in great spirits" jog by on 
horseback, shouting to each other. 

We read "A 
Christmas Carol" 
because it defines 
splendidly the 
"Merry 1 * in "Merry 
Christmas." 

A lonely boy — Scrooge — is 
cheered by visits from fictional 
characters, imagined playmates 
found in books — Ali Baba and 
Robinson Crusoe. Then his sister 
happily takes young Scrooge home 
for Christmas, and the stem 
schoolmaster unexpectedly offers 
them cake and wine in parting. 

Then comes the marvelous 
Fezziwig party, with its odd 
assortment of Fezziwig daughters, 
suitors, co-workers, tradesmen, and 
fiddler, dancing and laughing the 
evening away. Finally, Scrooge is 
shown his abandoned girlfriend, 
now grown and many times a 
mother, as her large family revels 
in the season. 

Then comes Christmas Present, 
"a jolly Giant," surrounded by piles 
of f steaming food. They see 
poultry-men and fruit-sellers and 
chestnut-roasters, all bubbling with 
happiness, and streets crowded with 
gay churchgoers and dinner- 
preparers, and then come to die 
Cratchits* Christmas dinner. 



happiest of all places. Back in the 
streets, homes are lit as guests 
arriving, and the streets are alive 
with laying children and joyous 
adults. Even on isolated 
lighthouses and ships at sea, 
cheerfulness reigns. And at nephew 
Fred's, the fun and games rival the 
gladness at the Cratchits. 

Then comes Christmas Yet To 
Come, silent and menacing. There 
is nothing cheerful at all in this 
chapter, although the Cratchits, 
with dead Tim lying in bed 
upstairs, try to make merry with 
decorations and bright candles and 
small talk of happy moments past 
and hopes for the future. 

Then, in the climax, Scrooge is 
transformed on Christmas morn 
into the embodiment of all the 
merry makers he had ruthlessly 
shut out of his life.

We read "A Christmas Carol" 
because it defines splendidly the 
"Merry" in "Merry Christmas." 

John Winthrop, an immigrant 
penning the Mayflower Compact 
back in Shakespeare's time, long 
before Dickens, wrote what 
Scrooge learned: "We must delight 
in each other; make others' 
conditions our own, rejoice 
together, mourn together, labor and 
suffer together ..."

■ Leave 
the car 
parked 
whenever 
possible. 
Walk, bike, 
use mass 
transit or car 
pool. The 
first two get 
you outdoors 
and keep you 
fit; the others 
give you time 
to catch upon 
your reading 
or finish a 
project. All 
reduce gas 
guzzling. 
Though 
Americans 
are less than 5 
percent of the world's population, we 
consume a quarter of its oil. 

■ Get rid of your lawn — that is, 
make it smaller by creating gardens 
and ponds. You'll gain some free 
time, reduce energy consumption and 
pollution, and make habitat for wild- 
life. 

Power mowers, leaf blowers and 
other types of lawn equipment are "a 
significant source of ozone and car- 
bon monoxide emissions," accord- 
ing to the Environmental Protection 
Agency. In addition, 202 million 
pounds of pesticides are used on U.S . 
lawns each year. Plant native trees 
and shrubs, which don 't need as much 
attention and which provide homes 
for native creatures. 

■ Patronize your public library. 
By cutting thenumberofbooks, news- 
papers and magazines you purchase, 
you'll save money and space, receive 
less mail, be exposed to less advertis- 
ing and consume fewer trees. In 1996, 
286 million tons of paper were pro- 
duced worldwide; 3 percent was used 
by Americans. 

■ Communicate by e-mail. No 
paper (if you don't print out the mes- 
sages), no stamps, and no trips to the 
post office. And it's easy: when you 
open an e-mail, you ' ve already started 
the reply. You'll also put a dent in the 
millions of gallons of gas that the 

U.S. Postal Service uses every year 
to deliver mail. 

■ Cut down on laundry. Some 
clothes don't have to be washed after 
every wearing. When possible, hang 
clothesout to dry. And avoid conven- 
tional dry cleaning, which uses mil- 
lions of pounds of environmentally 
harmful solvents a year. 

■ Block junk mail. You'll rid your- 
self of a big nuisance and save a lot of 
bees. Americans spend eight months 
of their lives opening junk mail. If 
one million people stopped getting 
advertising offers, the Earth Works 
Group estimates, more than one mil- 
lion trees a year would be spared. 
Write the Direct Marketing 
Association's Mail Preference Ser- 
vice (P.O. Box 9008, Farmingdale, 
N.Y. 1 1735) and ask to be taken off 
its members' mailing lists. 

■ Turn off the television. The av- 



erage American television set is on 
for more than seven hours a day, 
bombarding us with messages to buy, 
buy, buy. Corporations pump more 
than $7 billion a year into television 
advertising, S550 million on children 
alone. Young people spend 1,680 
minutes a week watching the tube — 
1 ,64 1 more than they spend convers- 
ing with their parents. 

■ Don't use a cellular phone. Cell 
phones have opened up our lives to 
more demands and given us another 
bill to pay. In addition, the towers 
that make the technology possible 
cause the deaths of hundreds of thou- 
sands of birds a year. There are al- 
ready 75,000 towers in the United 
States with 1,000 more expected by 
2000. 

■ Drink water instead of store- 
bought beverages. You'll meet the 
recommended eight-glasses-a-day 
quota, save money and trips to the 
market, and reduce the 18.3 million 
tons of bottles, cans and plastic jugs 
used every year. 

The next item is one I'm adding: 

■ Recycling — although we all are 
familiar with all the things we can 
recycle, steel cans still are not saved 
by some people. All new steel prod- 
ucts contain recycled steel, which 
helps save landfill space while pro- 
viding a valuable scrap resource to 
the steel industry. 

Using old steel to create new steel 
also preserves natural resources and 
energy. For every ton of steel re- 
cycled, we conserve 2,500 pounds of 
iron ore, 1,400 pounds of coal and 
120 pounds of limestone. 

Annually, the steel industry con- 
serves theequi valent energy to power 
about 18 million homes for an entire 
year. 

It's in the cars and campers that 
families drive to the park. It's in the 
bicycles that mountain bikers ride on 
the trails and the swing sets where 
children play. Recycled steel is ev- 
erywhere. 

And that's important when you 
consider that making products with 
recycled steel means that we're using 
fewer natural resources. 

The steel industry has remelted 
nearly 20 billion steel cans into new 
products, which translates into recy- 
cling 630 cans every second. 

The amount of steel cans recycled 
in 1997 yielded enough steel to build 
200 Eiffel Towers. 

Steel cans were recycled at a rate of 
60.7 percent in 1997, and the indus- 
try predicts that rate will continue to 
rise. 

Awareness is a key initiative for 
the Steel Recycling Institute (SRI), 
whose mission is to promote and sus- 
tain steel recycling across the United 
States, and to serve as an i n formation 
and technical resource to those who 
are interested in recycling steel. 

The steel cans you collect will end 
up at a material-recovery facility, 
where they are magnetically sepa- 
rated from the other recyclables and 
crushed into large cubes. 

They then go to steel mi Us or found- 
ries for recycling, where they are 
combined with other steel scrap and 
melted in a furnace to make new 
steel. Saving the Earth.. .One Can at a 
Time.

Up close and personal 
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Jody Shifittt: Jumping hurdks

Today it's hard to believe that Jody Shi- 
fiett was cautious about joining Sun Wheel- 
ers Sports. 

But when he first watched the basketball 
players at the Holiday Hoops Tournament in 
Richmond in 1993, he was hesitant to think 
of competing. 

"I was frightful of how physical it was," 
recalled Shiflett. "I was still kind of beat up 
at the time." 

So he found it especially satisfying that 
his first tournament game was at the Holi- 
day Hoops Tournament one year later. 

A former army parachute rigger who pre- 
pared equipment and supplies to be air- 
dropped, Shiflett's life changed completely 
one fateful day. 

He missed the drop zone on a jump and 
landed in trees. When his chute gave out, 
he hit the ground hard. 

Or as he puts it, "I jumped out of a plane 
parachuting and broke my back" 

The resulting injuries to his spinal cord 
left him a paraplegic, just 19 days before 
the birth of his first child. 

Switched to a veteran's hospital for care, 
he insisted on being transported to the hos- 
pital where his wife, Cheryl, was laboring to 
give birth to their son, Campbell. 

Three years later, he was present at his 
daughter's birth. 
Shiflett doesn't dwell on his disability. 
He said, "I don't think I'm disabled." 
Then he paused and added, "I am dis- 
abled when I think about it. 

"One of the biggest things I've got going 
for me is I was injured in the service and 
the government pays my medical pension," 
said the former Army captain. 

His wife still does many things around the 
house and for Shiflett because it's more 
practical. 

"If I had to do everything myself, my 
quality of life would suffer for the amount of 
time I'd have to spend on tasks," he ex- 
plained. 

He does mow the grass, using a riding 
lawn mower. 

Shiflett pointed out that many able-bodied 
people have mistaken notions about the dis- 
abled. 

"Just because you see someone in a 
wheelchair doesn't mean they're confined to 
it" he said. 

Shiflett, who was in top physical condi- 
tion when he was injured, discovered that 
with the aid of braces and crutches, he can 
walk up to 300 yards. But the effort leaves 
him exhausted. 

"I haven't been able to increase my en- 
durance any better than it was after the first 
three months," he said. 

A couple of months after his hospital con- 
finement, Shiflett went to Bayside Recre- 
ation Center to shoot hoops. 

Others at the center urged him to check 
out Sun Wheelers. 

After a while, he finally did. He hasn't re- 
gretted doing so. 

Now president of the group, Shiflett said it 
focuses on competitive adaptive sports. 

"We're not lobbyists, but we're also about 
having mainstream acceptance." 

The organization began under the aus- 
pices of the Virginia Beach Parks and 
Recreation Department in the 1970s. It 
acted as a fund raising vehicle to provide 
the community with a place where dona- 
tions could be made and the disabled could 
participate in sports. 

As budget cutbacks occurred over the 
years, the group has worked to make up the 
difference and maintain support for disabled 
athletes. 

Within the various sports associations that 
provide a competitive arena, athletes are 
matched up to provide a level playing field. 
"We're forced to travel," said Shiflett 
Travel consumes time and resources. 
Most athletes travel up and down the 
Eastern Seaboard, said Shiflett 

Sun Wheelers aids its athletes by helping 
cover some of their expenses, whether it's 
hotel or registration fees. 

"We manage our funds frugally," said 
Shiflett "We never pay for all of the travel 
expenses." 

Expenses can run high. Some athletes 
compete on an international level. One ath- 
lete played on a Pan American basketball 
team. 

"You don't just do these things, you have 
to qualify," said Shiflett "To do that, 
there's training involved, traveling to com- 




pete in the qualifying events." 

The group consists of volunteers, many of 
them disabled athletes or former athletes. 

One athlete hails from Yorktown. Others 
come from the South Hampton Roads re- 
gion. 

The group recently participated in a shop- 
ping day at Hecht's. Their labor raised more 
than $1,000 for the treasury. 

Also, artist P. Buckley Moss donated 
numbered, signed limited editions of her 
lithograph "Abilities" to the group. The 
lithograph was designed to commemorate 
the 50th anniversary of the Woodrow 
Wilson Rehabilitation Center in Fish- 
ersville. It is a colorful quiltwork that 
demonstrates the disabled in moments of 
achievement

Coping with grief over the holidays 



Family gatherings. Tokens of 
thanks and gifts of joy. Food over- 
flowing the tables. Logs crackling 
softly in distance. Holidays trigger 
happy memories with every sight 
and sound. 

But it is precisely at these happy 
times when the loss of a loved one 
can be felt the strongest. It is a 
lime to remember what is missing. 

"Rather than being times of fam- 
ily togetherness, sharing and 
thanksgiving, the holidays can 
bring feelings of sadness, loss and 
emptiness for many people who 
have experienced death," according 
to Dr. Alan Wolfelt, noted author 
and grief educator. 

"Since love does not end with 
death, holidays can renew this 
sense of personal grief— a feeling 
of loss unlike that experienced in 
the routine of daily living. And, 
though society encourages every- 
one to join in the holiday spirit, it 
can be hard, as memories of the 
one who has died come rushing 
back with full force." 

No simple guidelines exist to 
take away hurt, but some things 
can be done to help people better 
cope with grief during this joyful, 
yet painful, time of year. Healing 
is a personal experience that takes 
time. So be tolerant and compas- 
sionate with yourself as you con- 
tinue to heal. 

■ Talk about your grief. Ignor- 
ing it won't make pain go away. 
And, talking about your grief open- 
ly may make you feel better. Sur- 
round yourself with caring friends 
friends and relatives who will listen 
without judging you. 

Talk candidly about the person 
who was a special part of your life, 



including their name in your con- 
versations and embracing your 
memories of them. 

■ Be tolerant of your physical or 
psychological limits. It is natural 
to become fatigued by feelings of 
loss. And, well-meaning friends 
and family often try to prescribe 
what is good for you when you're 
grieving. 

Instead of going along with their 
plans, respect what your body and 
mind are telling you and do what is 
right for you during the holidays. 

■ Plan ahead for family gather- 
ings. Anticipate holiday activities 
and structure your time, rather than 
simply reacting to what happens. 
Getting caught off-guard can create 
feelings of panic, fear and anxiety 
during a time when feelings of 
grief are already heightened. Decide 
ahead of time which family tradi- 
tions you would like to continue 
and which new ones you would 
like to begin. 

■ Renew your resources for liv- 
ing. The combination of a holiday 
and a loss naturally results in look- 
ing inward and assessing your indi- 
vidual situation.

Area residents had a unique op- 
portunity last week to watch Ger- 
man artisans turn molten glass into 
special Christmas ornaments. 

Mathais and Beatrice Koch of 
Lauscha, Germany spent four days 
at local McDonald's Garden Cen- 
ters demonstrating their craft and 
filling special orders for delighted 
customers. 

"They are beautiful," exclaimed 
Karen Creech as she examined the 
ornaments she ordered. 

Her favorite was a large purple 
bubble that she will keep for her- 
self. She also ordered two clear 
large bubbles with hand-painted 
snowmen trimmed with glitter and 
two finials, long spiral-shaped or- 
naments with a bubble on top. 

Creech said she is of German her- 
itage and will give the ornaments 
to relatives. 

Both of the Kochs come from 
families of glass blowers. 

Mathais, a master glass blower, 
has worked 22 years in his field. It 
is a skill and interest passed down 
from his grandfather and father. 

Each family had its own special 



touch and it changes slightly from 
generation to generation. 

Mathais's hands moved quickly 
and skillfully as he rotated and 
stretched the glass over a torch 
flame. At precisely the right time, 
he capped the end of tube, and blew 
softly into the hot glass producing 
bubbles or other shapes. 

Although the temperatures 
reached 2,017 degrees, Mathais 
showed little sign of fatigue as he 
turned globs of glass into light and 
fragile ornaments in about two 
minutes. 

In addition to working with this 
method, called free-form blowing, 
he also uses molds. 

Beatrice's skill was equally im- 
pressive. She painted and decorated 
the ornaments with glitter almost 
as quickly as her husband made 
them. She worked from memory or 
from a picture someone brought 

Customers wanted ships, dol- 
phins, flowers and hearts. She par- 
ticularly liked painting flowers. 

Beatrice is also an engineer in 
technical glass making. She ex- 
plained that the work involves a tot 
of chemistry and math to accurately 
figure out the proportions for the 
ingredients. Glass consists of 75 
percent white sand, in addition to 
potash, din and metal for color. 

According to Beatrice, the first 
Christmas ornaments were made in 
Germany. Christmas trees were 



originally decorated with fruit and 
then with glass ornaments, she 
said. 

The glass blowing was also orig- 
inally done in the home. Now it is 
done m factories. The couple both 
work in a glass factory. 

"The Kochs come from a small 
v village where they have had glass 
factories for centuries," explained 
Harriet Froehlich, McDonald's em- 
ployee and interpreter for the cou- 
ple. "They are from a small town 
in former East Germany." 

Beatrice said her days in the fac- 
tory are long in the summer. They 
work from 5:30 a.m. until 5:30 
p.m. with a half hour break for 
lunch. Becauseof the heat from the 
glass, they start early. They also 
work long hours to meet the de- 
mands for Christmas. They work 
less time in the winter and spend 
more time at home. 

Their glass ornaments are sold in 
large department stores, specialty 
stores and garden centers. Many are 
original and collectors' items of 
heirloom quality. 

The Kochs were sponsored by the 
East Coast Garden Center. They are 
traveling up and down the eastern 
seaboard demonstrating their skill 
and will return to Germany before 
Christmas, This is the third year 
for McDonald's Garden Center to 
host the glass blowers.

Council concerned about future 

Phillips said that "it's something 
we won't get in the short term. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that the city will need much 
greater, strong and diverse business 
community and larger companies 
before a higher rating is possible. 

Phillips reported that actual ex- 
penditures and transfers were 
$549.8 million or 4.6 percent less 
than budgeted while the school's 
reversion was $15.2 million for a 
total of $24.8 million.

O Continued From Page 1 
indicator of the city's management, 
other indicators are more impor- 
tant, like the city's deblaffordabili- 
ty, Phillips said. 

The sales tax receipts were "not 
as great as we had hoped," she 
rioted. 

The business license tax showed 
only a two percent growth rate 
compared to eight percent for the 
previous year. 

Councilman Harold Heischober, 
reflecting on the recent state refer- 
endum proposing a local option on 
the business and professional oper- 
ators license tax (BPOL), asked 
how the city would replace the $25 
million it receives by this tax. 

If other localities opted to do 
away with the tax and Virginia 
Beach kept its tax, the city would 
be put in a poor competitive posi- 



tion. He said that he didn't like the 
BPOL but that the General Assem- 
bly should get rid of it across the 
state and substitute other revenues. 
He suggested this to legislators, 
but received no answer. 

Councilman Linwood Branch m 
said that with the elimination of 
the car tax and the food tax and 
possibly the BPOL, one of the 
problems is "we don't know how 
long we can depend on revenues. If 
we get money every two years, we 
can't run a city like that" 

Phillips said the hotel revenues 
were up six percent, not as goodas 
last year's increase, but still a good 
year, and the restaurant and meal 
tax showed an increase of 6.6 per- 
cent

When Cox Communications fin- 
ishes its network upgrading in two 
years, customers will be able to 
turn on the telephone, the televi- 
sion and internet at the same time 
using the one Cox line. If the com- 
mercial power gees off, Cox's new 
standby power will kick in. 

It won't be necessary to have an 
extra telephone for the internet. It 
won't be necessary to have a sepa- 
rate telephone company. Cox will 
have the ability to do it all and at 
the same time offer more channels. 
But if the customer wants to con- 
tinue his or her present telephone 
service, that's okay, too. 

As Regina Martin, operations 
manager of Cox Communications, 
outlined at a council workshop 
Tuesday, the changes that are being 
undertaken by the company, City 
Council members asked about the 
size of the generators that will be 
placed in the city's right-of-way, 
whether they would be intrusive for 
the residents and whether they 
would spill over onto private prop- 
erty. Councilman Louis R. Jones 
also wanted to know whether, since 
the company would be using more 
of the city's right-of-way, the city 
would be entitled to some remuner- 
ation. 

The city receives five percent of 
Cox's gross receipts now. With 
greater receipts expected with the 
enhanced service, city manager 
James P. Spore said the city can 
expect more revenues, too. 

Martin said that there are no 
plans to change the rates — Cox's 
at-home service $29.95 and digital 
service $12.95 — at the present 
time. 



Cox is almost finished making 
the same changes in the system in 
Chesapeake, Martin said 

The upgraded system will sup- 
port 81 analog cable channels and 
more than 100 digital channels, 
Martin said 

Virginia Beach has been divided 
into 1,000-home areas, and 800 
generators will be distributed 
throughout the Virginia Beach area 
Martin said Cox can't rely entirely 
on commercial power and will sup- 
ply its own power during loss of 
commercial power. 

She said that Cox will bring new 
products and services and a lot 
more choices to the city. 

For example, the high speed in- 
ternet service will be 100 times 
faster than telephone modems and 
parents will be able to block out 
programs. 

If any work is planned for an 
area, customers will be notified 
two weeks in advance. Splicing 
work, which will affect large areas 
of more than 200 customers will 
be done during off hours, like mid- 
night to 6 a.m. 

Technical ambassadors will visit 
homes and explain the equipment 

She said that Cox is making an 
investment in the community, that 
the high tech additions will attract 
businesses and that Cox itself em- 
ploys 900 persons and is growing. 

Modems will be available retail 
or can be rented or purchased from 
Cox, Martin said 

Council woman Nancy Parker ex- 
pressed concerns about the noise 
levels of the new generators. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that people don't want their yards 



dug up and don't want any equip- 
ment that is too high. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she didn't "want to be in 
the business of answering com- 
plaints." 

She also questioned the expan- 
sion into telephone and the inter- 
net. She said that when Cox was 
awarded the cable franchise, it was 
for television. 

Thomas A. Prevette, vice presi- 
dent of government affairs, said 
that the telephone company has 
been approved by the State Corpo- 
ration Commission (SCC) and that 
council would not find itself deal- 
ing with customer service. He said 
that the SCC would approve or 
deny rates. 

Assistant City Attorney William 
Macali said that the KMC 
Telecommunications is going after 
the business market, 

Prevette said that Cox is interest- 
ed in Virginia Beach. Others, like 
KMC, are interested in high densi- 
ty communications while Cox is 
making a long term investment in 
the community and is interested in 
both residential and business. Cox 
will be competing in the business 
community with KMC and in the 
residential community with Bell 
Atlantic. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf also 
wanted to know how the company 
was going to deal with the graffiti 
which may end up on the equip- 
ment 

Martin said Cox will maintain 
the equipment 

Spore pointed out that Cox is 
spending $600 million for the up- 
grade, "and we don't have to do 
anything."

eral Assembly support the light 
rail project and the CSX corridor 
project. 

The commissions also support 
increased stability of state match- 
ing funds for mass transit capital 
projects which fluctuate depending 
on funding availability and the 
number of projects competing for 
funds. 

McClanan said she did not think 
the Beach was ready to vote on the 
proposals. 



The Virginia Beach City Council 
also has concerns about the details 
of the proposed merger of the two 
commissions. 

Weeks said that a lot of assump- 
tions are being made. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that the city cannot support the 
proposals, and if the city's repre- 
sentative, Weeks, abstained, it 
would indicate no objection. He 
recommended voting against the 
proposals. 



Oberndort said that she gathered 
that council is reluctant to give 
carte lanche approval and said the 
wording is cloudy.

"I encourage young people to 
study what they are most interested 
in," White said. "If they love their 
work, they'll usually find a way to 
get a job." 

Most museum employees devel- 
oped a love of water and its ani- 
mals at a young age. 

Walker, who grew up in San 
Diego, was 5 years old when he 
started surfing. He took his first 
dive at age 14 and soon was volun- 
teering for diving projects at the 
Scripps Institution of Oceanogra- 
phy at the University of California 
in San Diego. 

His daily underwater experience 
started after joining the Navy in 
1984, where he worked as a special 
warfare diver for SEAL, (Sea, Air 
and Land Team). 

During his 10 years with the 
Navy, he dove almost every day, 
learning how to weld and work on 
equipment under water, participat- 
ing in underwater demolitions and 
working with marine animals. 

After leaving the Navy, Walker 
continued to dive, working full 
time as a commercial diver. He 
still dives commercially when he's 
not on duty at the museum. 

In one of his research projects for 
Old Dominion University and the 
University of Delaware, he places 
sensors in the James River. Part of 
the research involves wave analysis 
to determine if the river could be 
used to generate power without cre- 
ating a dam. 

Walker also dives for the Army 
Corps of Engineers' National 
Oceanic Atmospheric Admini- 
stration to maintain its ships, and 
he teaches diving at the Lyrmhaven 
Diving Center. 

Along with his other duties. 
Walker helps in animal rescue and 
research and dives to collect fish 
and other ocean creatures for the 
museum. Most museum specimens 
are raised by private breeders, but 
to find sea life native to die area, 
the museum sends divers into local 



Other diving careers could in- 
volve research of plant and animal 
life, reef restoration and shipwreck 
salvaging, he said A lot of recre- 
ational divers think it would be 
ideal work commercially, but 
Walker said the work isn't easy. 

"Even tightening a bolt under 
water is hard work," Walker said 
"Turning a nut while you're sus- 
pended in water is difficult especial- 
ly if you can't see it If you drop it, 
you'll be searching in the mud" 

Commercial divers working on 
ocean oil rigs receive about $5,000 
a dive. But, Walker said, divers 
usually work on the rigs only 
about five years because of the dif- 
ficult conditions. 

"The pay is good, but it is dan- 
gerous," Walker said "A thousand 



things could go wrong." 

He has never been injured in his 
20 years of diving, but he has ex- 
perienced equipment failures. 

"A tank valve failed when I was 
140 feet under water," Walker said 
"I had to make an emergency as- 
cent I got to the surface OK and 
everything was all right even 
though the odds were against it." 

That's why he is always checking 
and rechecking his equipment and 
the equipment of those diving with 
him. 

"If your buddy has a problem 
with his gear, it will affect you, 
too," he said

Across the country, greater 
incidents of heart disease and 
stroke, are reported during the 
months of December and January.

Store pesticides safely 



With the summer a memory and 
much outdoor work out of the way, 
homeowners need to store 
pesticides safely, according to a 
Virginia Cooperative Extension 
specialist 

Mike Weaver, coordinator of 
Virginia Tech Pesticide Programs, 
said properly storing pesticides can 
prevent accidental exposure andean 
prevent the creation of 
environmental problems that could 
potentially be expensive to solve. 

"The first question I'd ask myself 
is do I really need to keep this stuff 
around," Weaver said. 

"Pesticides are toxic — that's 
why we have them. They are 
designed to be harmful to pests. 
And they can be dangerous to 
humans if they aren't properly 
stored. " 

Ideally, no pesticides should be 
left over at the end of die season, 
but Weaver agrees such exact 
calculation of amounts to purchase 
aren't likely. 

He offers these suggestions on 
stonng leftover pesticides: 

■ Store pesticides away from die 
home if possible and in a secure 
structure, 

■ Separate herbicides from other 
pes ti ci des, 

■ Keep uV containers out of die 
reach of children and pets. Ideally. 



the containers should be in a locked 
cabinet or locked room. 

■ The storage location should be 
heated. The winter cold can reduce 
the potency of the pesticide, 

■ Always keep an inventory of 
the pesticides you are storing Keep 
this list up to date and in a 
separate, secure location. 

The best way to dispose of 
pesticides is to use them up in 
accordance with label instructions. 
Homeowners should also check 
with their local governments to see 
if the locality has a program 
established to collect excess 
pesticides. 

Another option is to dispose of 
the remaining pesticides according 
to label instructions. Weaver said. 
Pesticides should never be dumped 
into storm drains or in areas where 
they can be washed into storm 
drains.

Virginia Beach native captures 
teens on film for her latest book

Mary Motley Kalergis thought teen- 
agers were getting a bad rap and set out 
with her camera and tape recorder to show 
otherwise. 

The result is the Virginia Beach 
native's latest book, filled with 
photographs of teens and their thoughts 
about their parents, their bodies, sex, 
drugs and school. 

The book, "Seen and Heard: teen-agers 
Talk about Their Lives," contains black- 
and-white photos of 51 teen-agers, 
including several from Virginia Beach. 

"I think teen-agers have gotten bad 
press," Kalergis said. "Ail we hear about 
them is the shootings and other dreadful 
stuff. I wanted to talk to the non-news 
kids and show what they were like." 

Sarah Pamell, 19, of Virginia Beach, is 
one of Kalergis' subjects in the book. 

"We don't all carry knives," Parnell 
said of her peers. 

Kalergis, now a Charlottesville 
resident, was at Virginia Beach's Cape 
Henry Collegiate School recently for a 
book signing and lecture. Kalergis, who 
attended Everett School, the forerunner of 
the independent Cape Henry school, will 
return in February for a show of her 
photographs. 

Parnell accompanied Kalergis to 
represent teens. She appears in photos in 
two other of Kalergis' books — "With 
This Ring," a book about marriage, and 
"Mother, A Collective Portrait." 

Kalergis has published two other 



books, "Home of the Brave" and "Giving 
Birth," and her photographs have 
appeared in The New York Times and in 
People, Time and Glamour magazines. 

Kalergis found the idea for her latest 
book at home. 

"I have four kids, and three of them 
were teen-agers at the same time," 
Kalergis said. "One reason I became a 
documentary photographer is because I 
really like people. When my children 
turned into teen-agers, I found I still liked 
them." 

But the affection didn't end with her 
own children. Her home often was filled 
with teens and she didn't mind, a trait 
that baffled her friends. 

"Teen-agers are the last group that 
everyone still takes pot shots at and 
makes fun of," Kalergis said. 

She traveled the country for two years 
to talk to teens, tape-recording the 
conversations and photographing the 
youths after a bond had formed. 

"I asked them what they felt about their 
friends, family, drugs, sex and rock 'n' 
roll," she said. "This book is by them, 
about them and ultimately for them, 
too." 

Kalergis said she didn't have problems 
getting the teens to open up. 

"Most of them were glad to talk to 
someone who was genuinely interested," 
she said. 

They found that in Kalergis. 

"Mary is an easy person to talk to," 
Parnell said. "I poured my heart out to 
her. It was like you were talking to your 



best friend. There was no judgment. And 
you knew no matter what you said, it 
wouldn't change her opinion of who you 
are." 

One teen told Kalergis, "Parents should 
realize it's impossible to hide things 
from kids." Perfection doesn't inspire 
them, but honesty does. 

"We're not all slackers," another teen 
said. "Each one of us is different" 



Kalergis photographed teens with their 
surfboards and skateboards. She shot 
them playing ball in the inner city aid 
living on a dairy farm. She talked with 
pregnant girls, high school dropouts and 
over-achievers.

One house, a dozen moms, 15-plus 
kids, three babies and a toddler or two.

Mothering Friends is no ordinary sup- 
port group or club where tired mothers 
gather to commiserate over potty train- 
ing, teething and children's developmen- 
tal issues. 

Members are bonded in non-judgmental 
support, friendship and sharing of b- 
sources. 

The group encourages natural and alter- 
native methods of childbirth, gentle and 
nurturing chUdbearing, attachment par- 
enting, exBnded breastfeeding and holis- 
tic living. 



Despite a myriad of socioeconomic 
backgrounds, lifestyles and ages, mem- 
bers have more in common than a prefer- 
ence for cloth diapers over disposables 
and breastfeeding over bottle. 

"For me it has pretty much saved my 
sanity and continues to do so," said na- 
tive Canadian Carolyn Allard of Norfolk, 




mother of a 1 -year-old daughter. "I was 
pregnant when I came here (to Hampton 
Roads) and felt like I was in the conser- 
vative Bible belt. I couldn't believe this 
group existed. It has helped me in many 
ways. I learn from everyone's experience. 
It's not the normal status quo answers. 
People here are brave — not afraid to fol- 
low their own ways."

■ Make sure any lights used outdoors are 
designed for that use. 

■ Check the wiring and connections. 

■ If lights stay outside year-rojtmd, check 
every inch of cord for damage from squirrels

■ Use battery-operated candles in windows 
rather than real ones or even electric ones. 
Shutting the window sash on the electric cord 
can damage it and potentially cause a fire.

Some area schools 
are using this site as an outdoor class- 
room. 

■ Development of new neighbor- 
hood parks at Bendy Gate, Holland 
Oaks, Lynnhaven Woods, Middle 
Oaks Plantation and Pecan Gardens.

Canoe Launch. This accessible launch 
provides access to the scenic West 
Neck Creek.

Shirley Hall named to 
Landmarks Reaister 



The Virginia Historic Resources 
Board has listed Shirley Hall in 
Heathsville, to the Virginia Land- 
marks Register. 

The Virginia Register is an edu- 
cational tool, informing the public 
and local governments of recog- 
nized historic resources in their lo- 
cale. The initiative for registering 
Shirley Hall came from owners, 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard D. Roberts. 

Shirley Hall was nominated for 
its architectural significance. Locat- 
ed in Virginia Beach, the house 
was built in 1940 for Mr. and Mrs. 
James H. DevereauxJr. Devereaux 
operated Norton and Ellis, a ship- 
ping line, and Southern Stevedor- 
ing in Norfolk. 

William Graves Perry, the archi- 
tect for the house, was part of the 
notable firm. Perry, Shaw and Hep- 
burn, who undertook the restora- 
tion of Williamsburg starting in 
1927. 

Perry, the principal of the firm, 
was trained at Harvard University, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, and the Ecole des Beaux Arts 
in Paris. Shirley Hall is reputedly 
the only commission executed by 
the firm outside of Williamsburg 
in the South. 

While the design displays tradi- 
tional Virginia Colonial details, 
the addition of bay windows and a 
less conservative approach on the 
rear elevation, a mixed architectural 
vocabulary, introduces a more free 
interpretation of Colonial Revival 
design. 



According to H. Alexander Wise 
Jr., director of the Department of 
Historic Resources, a property 
must be associated with significant 
historical events or persons, or 
possess outstanding archeological 
or architectural importance, to be 
considered for listing on the Vir- 
ginia Register. 

"Structures, sites and districts are 
carefully evaluated before being 
nominated to the register. Each 
building is photographed and de- 
tailed historical, architectural and 
archaeological analyses are pre- 
pared. The resulting documentation 
becomes a part of the state historic 
resources office's permanent 
archives," he said. 

The Virginia Register is designed 
to increase awareness of the value 
of historic resources in a communi- 
ty or region so that well-informed 
decisions can be made about their 
future use. 

Listing on the Virginia Register 
places absolutely no restrictions on 
the owner's use of the registered 
property. 

Registration is an educational act 
designed to identify historic re- 
sources and encourage, but not re- 
quire their preservation. 

Although a Virginia Register 
listing does not prevent an owner 
from selling, altering or demolish- 
ing a property, it does provide ben- 
efits such as technical assistance 
from the Virginia Department of 
Historic Resources and statewide 
recognition.

His family hails from Ireland, but he calls 
himself American. 

In Gaelic, Mewhinney translates into fam- 
ily of the shrubs, or, as Nathan Mewhinney 
said, "If my name were Anglicized, it 
would be Bush." 

But a better translation might be "sage- 
brush" or "tumbleweed." 

Until Mewhinney and his wife. Heather, 
settled in Portsmouth 10 years ago to open 
the Olde Towne Gallery on High Street, 
they moved 29 times in their 31 years of 
marriage. 

As Mewhinney put it, "I was looking for 
something to slow down my lifestyle. I 
owned an engineer consulting firm and 
spent most of my time on the road." 

Working for the Navy, Mewhinney worked 
on nuclear bombs for 22 years before taking 
on consulting work for nuclear power gener- 
ator stations. 

"It was a good life in many aspects, but 
no home life," he said. 

"Most of the time I wasn't home," he 
said. "I have two very good sons, mostly be- 
cause of my wife. Anything I have in this 
world is because of her." 

When he saw an ad in the paper for an art 
gallery for sale, he bought it 

One might wonder how a nuclear engineer 
would be interested in the arts. For Mewhin- 
ney, the interest was in his genes. 

"I come from a family of artists," he said. 
"All the men in my family, as far back as 
anyone knows, have been artists." 

He said, "In my home, it wasn't, 'Oh, 
look, he can draw.' It was, 'When's he 
going to start?'" 

His artistic focus is on being a print maker 
and stone sculptor, whose lithographs, etch- 
ings and engravings, have sold to people 
around the United States, from Boston, to 
Chicago and Washington state. 

An accomplished artist in his own right, 
Mewhinney is also a talented musician. 

He started to play the piano when he was 
6 years old, and progressed to learning the 
organ, trumpet, coronet, trombone, French 
horn, banjo, guitar, mandolin, dulcimer, 
ukelele, flute, fife and recorder. 

Jokingly he said, "I can legally join the 
Scottish groups, but it's more fun to antago- 
nize them then join them because they take 
it so seriously. 

"Irishmen have trouble taking anything se- 
riously, except hating the Brits. That's one 
thing they do very seriously." 

He added, "It's a waste of time, but it 
happens." * v 

In his own words, Mewhinney's "not one 
to look back. Forward's where we're going 
so I like to look forward." 

Growing up in poverty, his early life 
wasn't easy. 

"When I was little, I used to eat from 
garbage cans to stay alive," be said. 

But he would sooner look to the lessons 
he learned than the poverty he endured. 

"It's just as easy to look at the positive 
side as the negative, and the positive side 
takes you someplace," he said. 

"Life's a really good place to be," Me- 
whinney said. "I met a lot of the right peo- 
ple at the right time." 

When he was young, he ran away from 
home several times. 

Once he went to an automotive garage run 
by two brothers, Charles and Stanley Fogg. 
They took him under their wing and taught 
him not only about cars, but about being 
willing to learn. 

"That's where my interest in physics de- 
veloped," he explained. 

"The most valuable lesson they taught me 
was, just because your wallet's empty does- 
n't mean your head has to be," 

He further elaborated, "When you're try- 
ing to get something to eat, learning geome- 
try's not necessarily the priority." 

Another person who influenced him 
deeply was a blacksmith whom Mewhinney 
met when he and his family moved to a 
farm when he was 11-years-old. 

"He taught me a lot of things, most impor- 
tantly, how you should treat your fellow 
man. This man would help anybody, any- 
time with no strings attached." 

The last influence on his youthful devel- 
opment came from a high school math 
teacher who enabled him to finish high 
school. Mewhinney's family moved from the 
country to another town. The teacher used to 
go out of his way to pick up the teen-ager 
and take him to school his senior year. 

"Those four men had an unbelievable ef- 
fect on my life," he said. "Collectively, 
they embody the epitome of human kind- 
ness." 

However, while he prefers to avoid 
dwelling on regrets, there are some avenues 
to the past that he's enjoyed traveling. 




In particular, he likes old cars. 

"Just about any old cars," he said, "par- 
ticularly old British sports cars." 

Over the years he's driven a 1958 TR3 
(Triumph) more than 300,000 miles. The 
next two cars, a TR4 and TR6, he drove 
more than 200,000 miles each. 

He also likes the styling of older sail 
boats better than newer ones. 

Wave Dancer, his 26-foot sloop, sleeps 
four in its cabin. He has owned the 40-year- 
old boat for several years. 

While it's a very good boat, it's not de- 
signed to live on for a long time, said Me- 
whinney. 

So he's looking to buy another boat for his 
sailing trip in 2000. "Or I'll redesign the in- 
side of this one," he said. 

After 10 years of running the art gallery, 
he's now selling the business. 

"I've been here longer than I've been any- 
where in my life," he said. 

"It's a really nice environment to be in 
and you get to meet these really nice peo- 
ple," said Mewhinney. 

He may be selling the gallery, but he's 
not down on Portsmouth. 

"The city's made a major change, this is 
the place to be." 

For Mewhinney, selling the gallery will 
allow him to complete projects and develop 
more artwork. It'll also allow him time to 
get ready for the vacation of his life. 

"I'm going to take next year and finish re- 
doing my house and getting the boat ready 
to go.

Having been raised in the city, I 
have learned to love my country 
life. I enjoy all of the ambience 
created by the antiques and natural 
decorative material associated with 
country living. 

I subscribe to most of the coun- 
try and gardening magazines and 
fill my home with the ideas 
gleaned from them. 

However, there is one idea on the 
covers of the winter issues and 
throughout the page of most of the 
popular magazines that really up- 
sets me. 

This is the warm glow of an 
open fire with the fireplace mantle 
covered in fragile, flammable fab- 
rics, dried plant material or holiday 
greenery. 

Not only would the cherished 
collectibles be damaged by the heat 
from the fire, the potential for dis- 
aster is tremendous. Even fresh 
greenery around an open fire is an 
aesthetic request for a holiday 
tragedy. 

A beautifully deeoraledroom can 
be achieved with safety if you fol- 
low common sense safety prac- 
tices. This is not hard to do if you 
keep in mind that die drier an item 
is, the easier it is to set it on fire. 

Keeping greenery rresh is a major 



safety practice. Start by harvesting 
branches as near as possible to the 
time you plan to use them. Harvest 
in the late afternoon or early morn- 
ing when the limbs are fullest of 
water. 

For woody plants, crush the 
stems and splay them open or split 
and peel the bark back for one to 
two inches and then place them in 
a container of water until you ate 
ready to put them into an arrange- 
ment. 

For indoor decoration, the best 
greenery is pine, fir and cedar. Bod) 
hemlock and spruce are excellent 
for exterior wreaths or ropes, but 
when brought into a warm building 
they may lose their needles within 
a week. Boxwood, yew and holly 
also provide decorative greenery. 

For outdoor use where the green- 
ery will stay cool and be well away 
for any heat source, you can sun- 
ply wire the collected material into 
wreaths and swags and attach them 
to doors or porches. 

However, if you want to keep the 
material inside for two to three 
weeks, then you will need to sup- 
ply a continuous source of water to 
most of your greenery. Ropes of 
pine, fir or cedar will last without 
water if kept cool. 

For other material or for the 
longest life, you may use the foam 



florists put in traditional flower ar- 
rangements, or keep your greenery 
in containers and water frequently 
just as you do your Christmas tree. 
Put branches in buckets filled with 
pebbles to hold them upright and 
then fill the container with water. 

To make your arrangements last 
longer, move them outside to an 
unhealed garage or the refrigerator 
when you are not displaying them. 
Or keep the decorated rooms as 
cool as possible when not in use. 

For safety, never put your ar- 
rangements, whether live greenery 
or dried berries and flowers, near 



the fireplace, candles or lamps, 
electric lights or heat registers. If 
the leaves or needles begin to drop, 
remove the display from the house 
before a hazardous mess occurs. 

Remember, the arrangements for 
all of those beautiful pictures in 
the magazines have to stay that at- 
tractive just long enough for the 
picture to be taken, then they can 
be moved to safety. Actually, I 
have begun to wonder, in this age 
of technology, if the open flames 
are not added by a computer after 
the picture is taken.

Fourth graders learn about regionalism 
from Virginia Beach's mayor 



Imagine being a fourth grader 
taking on the responsibility of a 
geographic consultant. 

Fourth grade students at Old Do- 
nation Center — an elementary se- 
lect school — are immersed in a 
.probfcm-based learning unit. 
Problem-based learning is a strate- 
gy in which the students are pre- 
sented an ill-structured problem to 
solve. 

They take on the role of the stake 
holder seeking a solution to a prob- 
lem that has no right or wrong an- 
swer. In this case, the students are 
charged with coming up with the 
criteria for creating regions for all 

50 states of the United States and 
then placing them in the regions. 

Once the regions are organized 
they must come up with a regional 
center with an information center 
and an regional icon. 

Mayor MeyeraOberndorf was in- 
vited to Old Donation Center to 
help define the meaning of region- 
alism. She discussed the hows and 
whys of the development of the 
Hampton Roads region. 

The mayor began by listing the 
many regions within the Hampton 
Roads region: the cell phone re- 
gion, voting districts, boundaries 
that define which schools students 
attend, to name a few. 

She then told them the back- 
ground of the development of Vir- 
ginia Beach followed by the eco- 
nomic reasons the cities of Hamp- 
ton Roads handed together to form 
a region. 

The students were very impressed 
with, Oberndorf's remarks. By 
defining "region" on a local level, 
they are now able to broaden their 
scope and are studying the strands 
of geography that will be used to 
create the criteria which they will 
use to solve their problem as geo-

Don't get burned 
on firewood buys

The Virginia Department of 
Agriculture and Consumer Ser- 
vices' Office of Product and Indus- 
try Standards wants to make sure 
consumers do not get burned when 
buying firewood. 

Barry E. DuVal, Secretary of 
Commerce and Trade, said, "Al- 
though most firewood dealers are 
legitimate and provide the complete 
amount promised, it always pays 
to be cautious." 

The department offers the follow- 
ing information to help consumers 
get full value for their firewood 
dollar 

Bulk deliveries of wood for home 
heating must be sold by a measure- 
ment called a cord, which is 128 
cubic feet of firewood. However, 
con artists working in all areas of 
the state, rip off consumers by sell- 
ing short cords of wood containing 
less than the requisite amount. 

These unscrupulous sellers fol- 
low a pattern. They usually operate 
at night, unload the wood after dark 
and then demand immediate cash 
payment. 

Or they unload when the resi- 
dents are not at home, then come 
back after dark for payment. This 
sort of seller does not offer a re- 
ceipt or delivery ticket and usually 
will not provide one when the pur- 
chaser asks. 

In a three- or four-cord order, they 
will often deliver a full cord and 
stack it neatly, then demand pay- 
ment for the full order before deliv- 
ering the remaining load. 

When the rest of the order comes, 
it is left in a pile rather than neatly 
stacked so it is difficult to deter- 
mine how much wood has actually 
been delivered. 

To be sure of receiving the full 
amount of wood purchased, con- 
sumers may need to measure the 
delivery after the wood has been 
stacked compactly. 

A full cord of firewood, when 
stacked in a compact line or row, 
with individual pieces touching and 
parallel to each other, would be a 
pile that measures 4 feet wide, 4 
feet high and 8 feet long or 2 feet 
wide, 4 feet high and 16 feet long. 
No matter how the wood is 
stacked, the width times the height 



times the length should equal 128 
cubic feet 

Virginia law prohibits the use of 
terms such as "face cord," "rack" or 
"pile" when advertising, offering 
for sale, or selling wood for use as 
fuel. 

If the buyer visually inspects a 
truckload of wood and agrees to a 
selling price for that load, the term 
' "truckload" may be used. A stan- 
dard pick-up truck usually holds 
about two-thirds of a cord. 

The law requires that the seller 
present a delivery ticket or sales in- 
voice upon delivery of any non- 
packaged fireplace or stove wood 

In addition to the vendor's name 
and address; the ticket must contain 
the purchaser's name and address; 
the date of delivery; the quantity de- 
livered; the quantity upon which 
the price is based (if it differs from 
the delivery quantity); and the total 
price of the amount delivered. 

The Virginia Department of 
Agriculture and Consumer Services 
offers this advice for people who 
suspect that they have not received 
the full amount of wood they paid 
for 

■ Keep the delivery ticket or 
sales invoice as proof of purchase. 

■ As an extra precaution, pay by 
check so that you have a record of 
the purchase. 

■ Write down the license num- 
ber of the delivery vehicle. 

■ Measure the wood before 
using any of it.

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Holiday toy shopping tips R° D u c n SnT Consumers warned 
help parents choose wisely 



During the holiday season, stores 
are flooded with new and exciting 
toys. So how do you know which 
toys to buy? 

There are many things to consid- 
er when buying toys, everything 
from safety to whether the toy is 
age appropriate (designed and made 
for a child of the same age). 

Early childhood educators agree 
that toys play a significant role in 
helping all children, from infancy 
through school age, develop impor- 
tant educational concepts and life 
skills. Good toys must entertain 
and occupy. In fact, one of the 
main values of a good toy is to ex- 
tend a child's attention. 

The following toy shopping 
points should be considered before 
buying: 

■ Is the toy safe? 

■ Will the toy appeal to the 
child's personal likes and dislikes? 
This is a vital consideration be- 
cause not all children of the same 
age share similar interests. Is this 
appeal based on the child's real in- 
terests or because a friend has the 
toy, or it was seen on television? 

■ Is the toy durable and well 
built? Will it survive typical child 
use? 

■ Will the child be capable of 
enjoying the toy? Some toys are 
just too complicated or too simple 
for a specific age group. 

■ Will the toy hold the child's 
interest over a period of time? 
Most toys are designed just to sat- 
isfy a child's initial interests. 

The topic of safety is particularly 
relevant when selecting toys for 
children of all ages. Following are 
a few general guidelines provided 
by the Colorado Department of 
Health, Division of Laboratories, 
Toy Testing Laboratory. 

■ Choose toys with rounded 
edges and no points. 

■ Toys should be unbreakable 
and should be able to withstand use 
and abuse. 

■ Rattles and other toys for in- 
fants should be carefully checked 
for poor construction and parts that 
a child could swallow. Make sure 
that they cannot be opened by mis- 
take or through normal use. 

■ Paints on all toys should be 
non-toxic and lead-free. Be sure 
also to check the materials used in 
stuffed toys. 

■ Follow package guidelines for 
age appropriateness to prevent get- 
ting a toy that is too complex for a 
child's age and development. 

■ Never hang toys with long 
strings, cords, loops or ribbons in 
cribs or playpens. 

■ Make sure materials on toys 
such as dolls, including clothing 
are flame retardant. 

When determining whether a toy 
is appropriate for a child, always 
take the age of the child into con- 
sideration and whether the toy is 
developmentally appropriate. 

Because an infant (birth to 12 
months) will put everything into 
his or her mouth to explore its 
taste and feel, it is essential to se- 
lect toys that cannot be easily 
swallowed. Even large toys should 



be carefully inspected to ensure 
they contain no buttons or other 
detachable parts that could be swal- 
lowed. 

Stuffed toys have long been pop- 
ular for infants. These toys provide 
infants with a sense of security and 
help develop the ability to grasp 
and hold objects. When selecting 
stuffed toys for infants, parents 
should make sure the products are 
easily washable and made from 
soft, non-irritating materials. 

Rattles, which stimulate an in- 
fant's oral, auditory and cognitive 
development, also are extremely 
popular and come in a wide variety 
of styles and prices. Parents should 
choose rattles made by well-known 
companies, which follow recog- 
nized safety standards. 

Mobiles, which hang over the in- 
fant, help stimulate their interest in 
visual images and movement and 
develop tracking skills. However, 
the moving objects projecting from 
the mobile should be kept out of 
the way of an infant's hands. 

Remember to take down the mo- 
bile at about 6 months, or when 
the child begins to sit and pull up 
in the crib. Also remember the in- 
fant's view of the mobile is from 
underneath, so objects need to be 
three-dimensional or hang horizon- 
tally. 

Active and ready to explore, (12 
to 36 months) toddlers direct their 
energy toward investigating, exper- 
imenting and interacting with the 
world around them. Among the 
many toys that help a toddler devel- 
op: 

■ Dolls provide both boys and 
girls with the opportunity to ex- 
press their emotional needs. Dolls 
also strengthen a child's ability to 
socialize and communicate more ef- 
fectively; therefore parents should 
select multi-cultural dolls. 

■ Blocks build a toddler's motor 
skills while exercising the imagi- 
nation. Select lightweight materi- 
als and large sizes to match the tod- 
dler's abilities at this age. Pictures 
and letters on blocks do not add to 
their value. 

■ Push and pull toys exercise a 
toddler's large motor development 
and coordination skills. These toys 
also teach cause and effect by 
showing the child an action that re- 
sults from their input, teaching the 
child that he or she has some con- 
trol over the environment. 

■ Remember to avoid small 
pieces, as toddlers are still learning 
through tasting and could easily 
swallow or choke on something 
small. 

■ Large, light balls help to de- 
velop children's motor skills, 
while serving as a tool for simple 
games with an adult or another 
child. 

Preschool children (3 to 5 year 
olds) "make believe," fantasy 
games and favorite stories. 

To maximize a child's fantasy ac- 
tivity, toys should have a general 
function (a playhouse, a stove, a 
truck), but not a specific, detailed 
function (an ice cream truck). 

Toys that allow a child to ex- 



Video gives kids 
who stutter help 



Stuttering is a frustrating and 
embarrassing problem for millions 
of people, but it can be especially 
tough on elementary school-age 
stutterers. 

Now some new help is available 
for parents, teachers and speech- 
language pathologists at the Nor- 
folk Public Library in the form of 
a new videotape designed specifical- 
ly to help school-age children who 
stutter. 

"It's meant to give speech- 
language pathologists the tools 
they need to deal with stuttering in 
this age group, but it also offers 
good ideas for parents and 
teachers," said Professor Peter 
Ramig of the University of Col- 
orado at Boulder. 

Ramig is one of five nationally 
recognized experts appearing in the 
video produced by the non-profit 
Stuttering Foundation of America. 

The video features students from 
first through sixth grade, some of 
whom talk about their experiences 
with stuttering. They talk openly 
about the teasing they face from 
classmates and how their stuttering 
sometimes makes them feel about 
themselves. 

"We focus on demonstrating a 
variety of therapy strategies that are 
appropriate in working with chil- 
dren who stutter," adds Ramig. 

He appears in the video along

The Virginia Department of 
Agriculture and Consumer Services 
cautions the public that two orga- 
nizations, linked by name to public 
service groups,are calling Virginia 
businesses and using a charitable 
appeal to secure payment for adver- 
tising space in their publications. 

The two groups are the American 
County Officers Association 
(ACOA) and the Volunteer Fire 
Fighters Association (VFFA), both 
based in Houston, Texas. 

Neither organization is registered 
to conduct charitable solicitations 
in Virginia as required by the Vir- 
ginia Solicitation of Contributions 
Law, according to the Department's 
Office of Consumer Affairs. 

Therefore, any solicitations by 
these organizations are in violation 
of the law and donations to them 
may be used for non-charitable pur- 
poses. 

The Department's Office of Con- 
sumer Affairs further warns that 
ACOA is not affiliated with any 
Virginia law enforcement agency. 

One business said in a complaint 
received by the Office of Consumer 
Affairs, that ACOA continued to 
call employees until it found one 
who would approve the company's 
contribution. 

During the second call to the 
company, the ACOA solicitor told 
a manager that the company makes 
a donation every year, although 
ACOA had been incorporated less 



than one year when the solicitation 
took place. 

Another business reported that it 
was badgered by VFFA to pay for 
an ad which it had never authorized. 

The Virginia Department of 
Agriculture and Consumer Services 
recommends that, before contribu- 
tors give to any charitable cause, 
they make sure the organization is 
registered with the Office of Con- 
sumer Affairs and determine how 
..uch of any contribution will ac- 
tually be used for its charitable pur- 
pose.

Regional training at academy pays off

When local fires rage but" of control, 
the graduates of the Southside Regional 
Fire Academy know what to do. 

Their work is no big problem because 
they have practiced it and learned princi- 
ples and applications during their time at 
the school. More experienced firefighters 
receive in-service training there. 

Under the tutelage of well qualified in- 
structors, they have learned or reviewed 
the necessary methods and skills which 
include moving and climbing ladders, res- 
cuing people trapped in burning build- 
ings, administering emergency medical 
assistance, and appropriate scientific prin- 
ciples. 

All this in a small group of buildings 
on federally-owned land just outside the 
gates of St. Julien's Creek Depot in 
Portsmouth. 

Despite the school's physical location 
in Portsmouth, where it has operated 
since 1988, its students are not limited to 
fire departments in the city. 

In keeping with, the need for a well- 
qualified fire service for all localities, the 
academy draws regionally from depart- 
ments in Portsmouth, Suffolk, Chesa- 
peake, the Norfolk Airport, and the 17 
federal government bases locally. They 



have also received civilian employees of 
government fire departments from bases 
as far away as Puerto Rico and Antigua. 

The departments of Virginia Beach, 
% Norfolk, and other local cities train at 
Tidewater jRegional Fire Academy, a sim- 
ilar school 

S. W. Cowan, deputy chief from Suf- 
folk who was at Southside Regional Fire 
Academy last week, pointed out the im- 
portance of the school's regionalism. 

"It's something that one agency can't 
do by themselves," he said. "We could do 
it belter if all of us worked on a regional 
basis." 

He added the need for qualified firefight- 
ers is so significant that one school can- 
not handle them all. 

The school, which includes three 
portable classrooms, will soon find itself 
in a challenging situation. Currently 
training approximately 20 students per 
semester, it will find its facilities strained 
for the March 1999 semester with its 
largest-ever class of 70 students. 

"Everyone is having a large hiring," 
Cowan explained. "The shipyard — they 
have been working with us to help in- 
crease our size by adding the combined 
space for training out in the yard." 

He added that the shipyard was consid- 
ering the installation of a burn building 



at the facility. 

The size of the new class will require 
coordination and perhaps additional in- 
structors, admitted Lt. H. M. Gilbert of 
Portsmouth. 

"We would have to judge how it 
worked with the first school and see how 
it worked," he said. 

He noted that the largest previous class 
held at the academy was 33. 

The students remain busy with their 
studies during their term and most enjoy 
their training time. During the school's 
10 years no students have failed, al- 
though a few have left. 

"It's hard but it's good," said Jeff Pea- 
cock, a Suffolk resident who described 
his careerchoice as a case of accidental 
sidetracking. 

"I kind of fell into the EMS field," he 
said. "I wanted to get a degree in criminal 
justice." 

In the Army Reserves, he is going after 
his bachelor's degree in Allied Sciences, a 
prehospital science or general group of 
medical science degree. Currently school 
is on the back burner until he finishes 
the academy. 

Leomi Hedgepeth, a Chesapeake resi- 
dent, is currently serving for the second 
year as a volunteer firefighter with die 
city while she studies at Southside. 



The city is sponsoring her through the 
academy. 

"This is the first time Chesapeake has 
done this," she said. 

After graduation she hopes to get hired. 
She would be the first firefighter in her 
family, and her family is very proud of 
her choice. 

"My grandparents are very proud of it," 
she said. 

She is seeking a fire service career be- 
cause of her desire to help others. 

For Matt Weber of Portsmouth, the 
academy, with its basic overview of the 
firefighting experience, is brand new. He 
started with the EMT class in September. 

"I will basically go from no experience 
to learning a wide variety of things in the 
fire services," he noted. 

The school offers two rookie schools a 
year and in-service training for experi- 
enced firefighters. Classes meet five 
times a week from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m. with 
the first hour dedicated to physical fitness 
training. The rest of 'the day is doing fire 
fighting and EMS training. 

Fire program certificates are offered 
through the academy -j Firefighter I and 
II, EMT, Shock Trauma and Hazardous 
Materials Awareness and an Operations 
Emergency Vehicle Training course. 



For Washington it was Christmas to remember

Everyone has distinct memories of spe- 
cial Christmases past, and George Wash- 
ington was certainly no different from his 
countrymen in that respect, Christmas 
1776, for Washington, was that match- 
less one he would never forget 

For Gen. Washington and the Conti- 
nental Army, the situation appeared bleak 
by mid-December 1776. Many of his 
men and some of his officers had lost 
confidence in the cause of indepe nd e nc e 
and (aim in Washington's leadership. 

Fearful that the British might seize 
Philadeh^hia, even the Continental Con- 
gress had fled south to Baltimore. 

It must have seemed, even to Washing- 



ton, that the future of the cause of inde- 
pendence was in the greatest of perils. 

After a disheartening string of defeats at 
the hands of the British, Washington was 
convinced he needed a victory soon if his 
army was to be considered a viable fight- 
ing force. Many of his soldiers were 
scheduled to return home at the year's 
end. 

Recruiting soldiers for the army be- 
came mere and more difficult because the 
initial enthusiasm of 1775 was waning 
and independence was beginning to look 
like a losing cause. The pressure was on 
Washington, and time, it appeared, was 
beginning to run out for the Patriot 
army. 

Washington was contemplating an at- 



tack on the royal army that he hoped 
would restore faith in his leadership abili- 
ty and reverse declining Patriot morale. 

By Dec. 20, Washington had assem- 
bled an army of more than 6,000 men 
on the western bank of the Delaware 
River. More men and equipment were 
soon expected to arrive. The general real- 
ized that he must take decisive action be- 
fore the enlistments of some of his best 
soldiers expired at midnight Dec. 31, and 
his army began to dissipate. 

On Dec. 22, Washington called a war 
council and discussed his plan of auack. 

Col, Johann Rail, who commanded the 
1 ,500 Hessian troops controlling Tren- 
ton, N I. was aware that the rebels were 
contemplating an assault soon. 



Hoping to catch the enemy by surprise, 
Washington and his advisors decided on 
a three-pronged attack on Hessian troops 
quartered at Trenton and Borderuown, 
Washington was to personally lead a con- 
tingent of 2,400 men across the Delaware 
north of Trenton. 

Gen. James Ewing with militia men 
from New Jersey and Pennsylvania was 
to traverse the river south of Trenton to 
prevent the Hessians from escaping to 
the south. 

Finally, Col. John Cadwalader was to 
proceed from Bristol to engage Count 
von Donop who commanded 1 
troops in Borderuown.

A letter from 
Santa Claus 



Few authors have been so well and universally beloved as Mark 
Twain. Although his pen ranged with wit, wisdom and humor over 
almost every conceivable subject, he struck especially responsive 
chords with joyful stories involving family fun and loyalties, his own 
boyhood and playmates in Hannibal, Mo. 

In her biography My Father, Mark Twain, Samuel Clements' 
daughter describes his gay and loving qualities. His sympathetic 
understanding and fondness for children pervade the following 
Christmas letter in which he gives a definite answer to the famous 
query, "Is there a Santa Claus?" 

"Palace of St. Nicholas 
In the Moon 
Christmas Morning. 

"My Dear Susie Clements: 

"I have received and read all the letters which you and your little 
sister have written me by the hand of your mother and your nurses; I 
have also read those which you little people have written me with your 
own hands — for although you did not use any characters that are in 
grown peoples' alphabet, you used the characters that all children in all 
lands on earth and in the twinkling stars use; and as all my subjects in 
the moon are children and use no character but that, you will easily 
understand that I can read you and your baby sister's jagged and 
fantastic marks without any trouble at all. 

"But I had trouble with those letters which you dictated through your 
mother and the nurses, for I im a foreigner and cannot read English 
writing well. You will find that I made no mistakes about the things 
which you and the baby ordered in your letters — I went down your 
chimney at midnight when you were asleep and delivered them all 
myself — and kissed both of you, too, because you are good children, 
well-trained, nice-mannered, and about the most obedient little people I 
ever saw. 

"But in the letter which you dictated there were some words which I 
could not make out for certain, and one or two small orders which I 
could not fill because we ran out of stock. Our last lot of Kitchen- 
furniture for dolls has just gone to a very poor little child in the North 
Star away up in the cold country above the Big Dipper. Your mama 
can show you that star and you will say: 'Little Snow Flake' (for that 
is the child's name) 'I'm glad you got that furniture, for you need it 
more than I.' That is, you must write that, with your own hand, and 
Snow Flake will write you an answer. If you only spoke it she 
wouldn't hear you. Make your letter light and thin, for the distance is 
great and postage very heavy. 

"There was a word or two in your mama's letter which I couldn't be 
certain of. I took it to be 'a trunk full of doll's clothes.' Is that it? I 
will call at your kitchen door about nine o'clock this morning to 
inquire. But I must not see anybody and I must not speak to anybody 
but you. When the kitchen door bell rings, George must be blindfolded 
and sent to open the door. Then he must go back to the dining- room 
or the china closet and take the cook with him. 

"You must tell George he must walk on tiptoe and not speak — 
otherwise he will die some day. Then you must go up to the nursery

Legislator's pay raises should come with conditions

Do you think Virginia's politi- 
cians deserve a pay raise? This year 
the General Assembly voted to 
boost their monthly "office al- 
lowances" by $750. The only prob- 
lem was that there is little account- 
ing necessary for those funds and 
the Attorney General has admitted 
that the action was unconstitution- 
al. Legislators cannot get the raise 
until after they have faced the vot- 
ers in an election — a wise idea. 

Judging the issue to be of impor- 
tance, Virginia's legislators ap- 
pointed a commission to study the 
issue of raising their pay. They 
chose former governors Linwood 
Holton and Gerald Baliles to con- 
vene a body of 12 people. to 
provide their ideas as to how much 
of a raise Virginia's politicians 
should receive. And now we have 
an answer. 

The Holton-Baliles Commission 
recommended that Virginia's legis- 
lators receive a 32 percent raise and 
double their expense allowances. 

"They continue to turn public 
service into an office of profit," 
said Paul Goldman, a former state 
Democratic Party Chair. "They had 
a chance to breathe fresh air into a 
corrupt system; instead they're re- 
cycling more stale air." 

Under the Baliles-Holton Com- 
mission's recommendations, legis- 
lators would get more funding for 




their office expenses, but they 
would become accountable for the 
expenditures. Their payraise would 
be the first since 1988 and would 
increase their salaries from about 
$18,000 to almost $26,000. Vir- 
ginia's legislators are in session in 
Richmond on average 2.5 months a 
year. 

The arguments for a raise in pay 
for Virginia's legislators are there. 
Legislators from Southwest and 
Southside travel great distances, 
spend time away from their fami- 
lies and businesses — all to be our 
representatives. Their pay for this 
public service has not increased in 
10 years. Simply adjusting their 
pay to meet inflation since that 
time takes just about all of the 32 
percent recommended by the Com- 
mission. 

Virginians should not want ser- 
vice in the General Assembly to be 
limited only to those who can af- 
ford to be without income for 
months at a time. We should aspire 
to a General Assembly that will be 
open to people from every walk of 
life. 3 «- 

The real issue should come down 



to keeping Virginia's government 
close to the people. That means 
making it affordable for everyday 
people to take months out of their 
lives to serve their fellow citizens. 
It also means that rich and power- 
ful special interest groups should 
not be allowed to pour unlimited 
amounts of campaign cash into 
politician's coffers. 

Currently Virginia is one of the 
few states in the nation that give 
individuals and corporations the 
ability to finance campaigns with 
unlimited amounts of cash. If we 
want government to remain close 
to the people, the last thing that 
should happen is allowing special 
interests to flood campaign ac- 
counts with cash that gives the ap- 
pearance of special access and puts 
the cost of campaigns out of the 
reach of everyday people. 

Virginians are fair-minded peo- 
ple. They may see fit to give a 
raise to their politicians, but 
wouldn't it make sense to have that 
raise conditioned on a few changes? 
How about limiting contributions 
to $2,000 per corporation and 
$1,000 per individual? Let's get to 
the heart of the matter and bring 
government back to everyday peo- 
ple.

The spirit lives 

As the time of the Jewish holidays 
draw near each year, my m bid always 
goes back to the millions of Jews who 
were part of Hitler's plan for the 
"Final Solu- 
tion." 

No aspect 
of Hitler's 
Germany has 
possibly re- 
ceived more 
attention 
than the 
treatment of 
the Jews, but 
myths re- 
main. When 
at the end of 
the war Ed- 
ward R. 
Murrow con- 
ducted a 
^ — well-publi- 
cized radio 
tour of the 
Nazi death camps, it seemed every- 
body finally became convinced of 
their existence. The wonder is that it 
took so long. 

Evidence that Jews were being 
slaughtered by the millions had been 
abundant and overwhelm ing for years 
The news did not just trickle out in 
the waning hours of the Nazi empire. 
The first slaughter took place in 
194 1 , when about half a million Jews 
were killed by mobile Nazi murder 
units. In July word of the deaths 
reached the American Jewish Press. 
In October 1 941, the NewYorkTimes 
carried an article on the machine- 
gunning of thousands of Jews in Po- 
land and the Ukraine. 

In the summer of 1942, a German 
industrialist, at the risk of his life, 
leaked word to the allies of Hitler's 
systematic plan to exterminate the 
Jews. In the months following, mass 
meetings were held in New York and 
several other cities to protest the 
Nazi's "Final Solution." 

One magazine published an article 
unequivocally entitled "Murder of a 
People." The news of the Holocaust 
did not however, make big news dur- 
ing the war. A historian who has 
made an exceptionally detailed study 
of (he matter says that "the mass 
media treated the systematic murder 
of millions of Jews as though it were 
minor news." 

EventheAtew York 7 'imes routinely 
published stories on the Holocaust 
deep on the inside pages. However 
the Times did report about the exter- 
mination of 400,000 Hungarian Jews 
in 1944. 

1 1 wasn't until after the war thai the 
news made the front pages. Less un- 
derstandable is why that was so. Per- 
haps genocide on such a scale was so 
unprecedented that journalists 
couldn't quite believe it was true. 

Putting the story on the back pages 
gave it less credence. Too, they may 
have remembered the stories of Ger- 
man atrocities in World War I that 
turned out, after the war.to have been 
nothing more than war Propaganda. 
U.S. Government leaders did in fact 
know about the murder of the Jews 
and did nothing. It is a black mark on 
America that car never be erased. 

Hitler and his Nazi murder units 
killed the bodies of six millions Jews, 
but they did not kill their spirits. They 
are with us today and will be for 
eternity. 
Welcome to the real world. 
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All of us want our children to live 
and play in asafe neighborhood with- 
out fear and where one neighbor 
knows the other. 
A lot of us wantour neighborhoods 
to be better, 
but we just 
don't know 
how to go 
about it. The

one group 
that defi- 
nitely makes 
our neigh- 
borhood 
strong. 

E s t a b - 
lished in 
1990, CARE 
provides resi- 
dents a broad 
range of professional expertise as well 
as access to needed services to help 
improve the community, neighbor- 
hood by neighborhood. 

The committee is made up of city 
staff from nearly every department, 
including police officers, social work- 
ers, substance abuse professionals, 
recreation members, housing special- 
ists and health care workers who de- 
liver services to neighborhood. 

The members of CARE, working 
together as a team, create effective 
programs and help make sure there's 
no duplication of effort. Pecan Gar- 
dens took the first step to making 
their neighborhood better by going to 
the committee with their needs and 
together they implemented a four- 
year plan to make improvements. 

They wanted a neighborhood park, 
street lights, a campaign to clean-up 
the neighborhood and help improve 
some zoning and housing issues. 

CARE places a great deal of em- 
phasis on youth. Neighborhood po- 
lice often work with residents and 
civic league members to identify 
neighborhood goals and learn about 
programs that the city has in place to 
help keep children safe. 

A youth mentor program has been 
developed, and youth leadership op- 
portunities have been put in place in 
some of the area middle schools. 

An article in the fall issue of the 
Beach Advisory talked about The 
Youth Intervention Team which is 
comprised of dedicated, community- 
service oriented teen-agers and how 
they helped set the tone at the ocean- 
front this summer. The team is a joint 
effort of the Department of Social 
Services, CARE and the Police De- 
partment. 



The team is made up of youth who 
are trained in communication skills, 
conflict mediation, diversity, cus- 
tomer service and first aid. They pa- 
trol popular youth spots in pairs and 
act as role models for youth in the 
community. 

They act as preventive mediaries 
by gently reminding peers about cur- 
fews, ordinances and laws. 

Members of the team act more as 
role models than law enforcement 
officers, however, they are in contact 
with police department representa- 
tives during serious situations. 

Funding for the program comes 
through the Edward Byrne Memorial 
State and Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Program, as well as the Vir- 
ginia Beach General Fund. Watch for 
the Youth Intervention Team at area 
malls, shopping centers and festi- 
vals. 

The Department of Housing and 
Neighborhood Preservation has a pro- 
gram called Neighborhood Institute 
which teaches people how to be lead- 
ers in the community. Information 
about this program can be obtained 
by calling 426-5753. 

This past summer, many neighbor- 
hoods participated in a youth basket- 
ball tournament, the seventh annual 
Sergeant Grant Wylie Tournament, 
administered by volunteers for the 
benefit of hundreds of children. 
CARE's annual Youth Appreciation 
Day, an educational, fun, festival- 
like atmosphere at Princess Anne 
Park, was a huge success. 

Sgt. Andy Bell, of the Virginia 
Beach Police Department and a mem- 
ber of the CARE committee, states he 
has seen a big improvement in crime 
prevention in neighborhoods they 
have assisted. Some neighborhoods 
have gone from being a place where 
residents live in fear to being a place 
to call home. 

CARE gives a better understand- 
ing of available resources. When a 
person or a group of people go to 
CARE for assistance, a need is made 
known and something can be done 
about it. 

Important partnerships are being 
developed and improvements are 
being implemented based on the needs 
expressed by community associa- 
tions. No matter who we are, indi- 
viduals, neighborhoods or commit- 
tee members, by working together, 
we can make a difference. 

Although the Virginia Beach Po- 
lice Department cannot cite any one 
reason why part one crimes decreased 
significantly for the fust six months 
of 1998, they feel that the combined 
efforts of a professional and proactive 
police department and a committee 
working with police, help to keep 
Virginia Beach the safest city of its 
size in the country.

- As he walks in the door, people's heads snap 
back to look twice. 

It can't be, but he looks like, jolly Saint 
Nick. 

Dr. Charles Marks may not actually be 
Santa Claus, but dressed up with a red hat, he 
certainly looks the part 

And this time of year, he acts it, too. 

About 10 years ago, "Santa" got sick at 
Chesapeake Hospital. They needed a 
replacement, quick. 

Someone took one look at the doctor with 
the white beard and mustache and the rest was 
history. 

"I filled in at the tree lighting and for the 
employees' children's party," said Marks, also 
known as Dr. Ho Ho. 

They just happened to have a red suit that fit 
him. 

Over the years, Marks has literally grown 
into the role. 

Every July he starts growing his beard. 
Eight years ago, it turned white, although his 
hair is still brown. 

"I do it because I have fun," he said. "My 
wife hates this beard, so I compromise. I cut it 
after Christmas and start growing it in July." 

Marks is on the medical staff at Chesapeake 
General Hospital. He's also associated with 
the Chesapeake Care, free medical care clinic 
in South Norfolk, and is the chief medical 
director at the Kempsville office of Doctors 
On Call, as well part owner of the Great Neck 
office of the urgent care center. 

"Most people just laugh," said Marks. 
'There are a few who say it's not professional, 
but most people take it lightheartedly." 

For Marks, putting a smile on people's 
faces is what it's all about 

"Sometimes we get too wrapped up in the 
busy things and sadness. Even when you're 
sick you can still see the pleasant things in 
life," he said. 

He'll make the rounds at the hospital on 
Christmas. Eve. 

"I'll take things to the nurses to brighten up 
their evening," he said. 

The man many folks mistake for Santa was 
first a registered nurse, before earning his 
medical degree. 

After graduating from the Bellevue-Mills 
School of Nursing in New York, he worked as 
a nurse for about three years. 

On Dec. 3 became to Virginia 16 years ago 
to visit Dr. McDermott, a friend and associate 
with whom he did medical school and a 
residency. 

"Connecticut was 30 degrees below zero. It 
was 70 degrees here. I said, "That's why I'm 
moving to Virginia Beach. The weather here is 
great'"' 

While he doesn't consider himself a real 
good golfer, "I've got a 22 handicap" he and 
his son bowl on a couple of teams. He has a 
190 average. 

Part of the satisfaction of the healing 
profession has been helping others get well. 

"I sort of look at it as a crusade. Sickness 
and bacteria are the bad guys and we're the 
good guys," he said. 

Now 57, he expects to keep very active 
when he eventually retires. 

"As I retire, I'll spend more time 
volunteering." 

He is pleased Virginia had passed a law 
which protects medical personnel who 
volunteered at free clinics from the cost of 
potential malpractice suits. 

Once a month or more, when he has the 
time, Marks lends his services to the nee 
medical care clinic in South Norfolk. 

"I like Dr. Montero," he said. "I think it's 
something that should be done. People 
appreciate it, knowing that you care to help 
them out" 

He added, "When you see the smile on 
someone's face when they're getting better..." 
"Juan Montero did a great service for the 
community when he established the clinic," 
said Marks. "A lot of people who work but 
don't have benefits need a place like that." 

For Marks, the personal side of medical 
practice gives the most satisfaction. 

"When you're working with someone's 
health and you work with them over the years, 
you become extended family," he said. 

He's less satisfied with how health 
management organizations have impacted 




healthcare. 

"These HMOs tell you what kind of 
medications you can give a patient," he said 
"It's sort of frustrating." 

Because of HMOs, he's less likely to 
recommend that someone go into the medical 
field 

"They've got the doctors running around one 
way and another. It's not profitable from a 
monetary standpoint" 

However, "from a rewarding practice, there's 
a lot of satisfaction," he said.

Military Update

Deceived into believing that 
Washington's troops were half- 
naked, starving, and exhausted. 
Rail let down his guard Christmas 
night. 

Since the temperatures were drop- 
ping and weather was becoming 
more severe by the hour, the Hes- 
sian colonel attended a party at the 
home of a Trenton Loyalist and al- 
lowed his troops to rejoice with 
food and drink in their snug winter 
quarters. 

Washington's men were cold, 
miserable, and homesick. There 
had been little for them to celebrate 
so far this Christmas. 

Washington had a pamphlet, 
"The American Crisis," read to his 
ragged, freezing soldiers in order to 
inspire them just before they 
crossed the Delaware on Christmas 
night. 

Thomas Paine's immortal words 
warmed their hearts and touched 
their souls: 

"These are the times that try 
men's souls. The summer soldier 
and the sunshine patriot will, in 
this crisis, shrink from the service 
of their country, but he who stands 
it now, deserves the love and 
thanks of men and women." 

On the Pennsylvania side of the 
Delaware River at McConkey's 
Ferry in the wind-driven snow and 
freezing rain. Col. John Glover and 
his Marbleheaders began the task of 
ferrying men, artillery, and horses 
on flat-bottomed Durham boats to 
the New Jersey side. Washington, 
of course, made the trip in one of 
the lead boats. 

Washington, wrapped in his 
cape, watched and waited patiently 
until the crossing of his force of 
2,400 men was accomplished. 

From the ferry landing on the 
east bank, there was a nine mile 



march to Trenton on icy roads in 
freezing temperatures. 

As the Patriot army trudged 
through the blizzard, Washington 
rode along the column shouting en- 
couragement, exhorting his men to 
continue. 

At the village of Birmingham, 
Washington split his troops into 
two columns. One column, led by 
Gen. Nathanael Greene, entered 
Trenton via Scotch Road while the 
second column, led by Gen. John 
Sullivan, approached the town by 
River Road. 

Although Washington had origi- 
nally intended to attack Trenton 
just before dawn, the four-hour 
delay in crossing the river com- 
pelled him to begin the assault in 
daylight. Washington was deter- 
mined to engage and defeat the 
enemy; for Washington, there was 
either victory or death. 

By 8 a.m., the column led by 
Washington and Greene reached the 
Hessian outpost about a half mile 
from Trenton. There was an ex- 
change of fire between a small con- 
tingent of Hessians and the advanc- 
ing Patriot army. Realizing that 
they were hopelessly outnumbered, 
the Hessians immediately with- 
drew. 

Within minutes, Washington 
heard the rattle of gunfire from the 
direction of River Road, indicating 
that Sullivan's troops had arrived 
and were engaging the enemy. 

The surprise was almost total. 
Still dazed from their Christmas 
celebrations, the Hessians that were 
quartered in the town bolted to their 
windows to see the Patriot troops 
running through the streets of 
Trenton and hear them shouting, 
"These are the times that try men's 
souls." 

The Hessians fought back for 
nearly two hours, but they eventu- 
ally were forced to surrender. Their 
losses included: 22 killed, 92 



wounded, and 948 captured. 

Incredibly, only four Patriots 
were wounded, and none were killed 
according to one account. 

Washington had come up with a 
bold, well contrived plan which 
was only partly successfully. Al- 
though Ewing and Cadwalader 
failed to cross the river in concert 
with Washington and Greene's at- 
tack on Trenton, the Patriot victory 
resulted in bolstering the credibility 
of the Patriot army as a fighting 
force, established Washington as a 
military genius, and revived ardor 
for the cause of independence. 

That Christmas Day in 1776, 
Washington's ragged, beleaguered 
army gave their commander-in- 
chief his first clear cut, unquestion- 
able triumph. That first victory 
was a Christmas gift Washington 
would always remember. 

Certainly Washington's military 
genius and the devotion of his Pa- 
triot soldiers were crucial to the 
success of the attack, yet it was 
pure dumb luck that tilted the bal- 
ance in favor of the Patriots. 

While Rail was enjoying a game 
of cards at the home of Abraham 
Hunt on Christmas night, one of 
Hunt's servants delivered a message 
to Rail who tucked the note into 
his vest pocket without reading it. 

Early the next morning, Col. 
Rail was hit twice during the battle 
and was mortally wounded. While 
removing his uniform jacket as he 
lay sprawled on his deathbed, his 
Hessian orderly removed the note 
projecting from the officer's vest 
pocket and read it to the dying offi- 
cer. 

The message was a warning from 
a Loyalist farmer that the Patriot 
army was advancing on Trenton. 
Had Rail taken a moment away 
from his card game to read the 
warning, the outcome of the Battle 
of Trenton might have been very 
different.
